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CHAPTER  1 

Presiding  Officer  -  Decorum, 

Order  and  Debate 

1-1.  The  presiding  officer  of  the 
Senate  is  the  president,  and  the  presid- 
ing officer  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives is  the  speaker.  The  presiding 
officer  of  each  house  shall  take  the 
chair  on  every  legislative  day  at  the 
hour  to  which  that  house  adjourned  at 
the  last  sitting.  After  call  to  order, 
prayer  by  the  chaplain,  and  roll  call,  a 
report  on  the  journal  for  the  preceding 
legislative  day  shall  be  given  In  the 
presence  of  a  quorum,  and  each  house 
shall  proceed  with  the  regular  order  of 
bus  iness. 

1-2.  The  presiding  officer,  or  any 
member  acting  as  presiding  officer,  of 
each  house  shall  preserve  order  and 
decorum,  and  in  case  of  disturbance  or 
disorderly  conduct,  may  order  the 
galleries  or  lobbies  to  be  cleared. 

1-3.  The  presiding  officer  of  each 
house  has  general  control  and  direction 
of  the  hall,  chamber,  rooms,  passages, 
and  corridors  of  the  house  over  which  he 
presides.  Reporters  on  assignment  in 
either  house  are  subject  to  placement  by 
the  presiding  officer. 

1-M.  The  presiding  officer  of  each 
house  shall  decide  all  questions  of 
order,  subject  to  an  appeal  by  any 
member  seconded  by  two  other  members.  No 
member  may  speak  more  than  once  on  an 
appeal  without  the  consent  of  a  majority 
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of  the  house  of  which  he  Is  a  member. 

1-5.  When  a  member  desires  to  speak 
he  shall  rise  and  address  the  presiding 
officer  and,  being  recognized,  shall 
speak  standing  in  his  place  unless  the 
presiding  officer  grants  permission  to 
speak  from  some  other  place  on  the 
floor.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at 
the  same  time  the  presiding  officer 
shall  name  the  member  who  is  to  speak 
f  I  rst.  ,,. 

1-6.  When  a  member  has  been  called 
to  order,  he  shall  sit  down  until  the 
presiding  officer  determines  whether  he 
is  in  order  or  not.  If  the  member  Is 
called  to  order  for  words  spoken  In 
debate,  the  language  excepted  to  shall 
be  taken  down  In  writing  by  the  chief 
clerk  or  secretary. 

1-7.  Questions  of  privilege  are; 
first,  those  affecting  the  collective 
rights,  safety,  dignity,  and  integrity 
of  the  proceedings  of  either  house;  and 
second,  those  affecting  the  rights, 
reputation,  and  conduct  of  Individual 
members  of  either  house  in  their  capac- 
ity as  members.  A  question  of  privilege 
affecting  either  house  collectively 
takes   precedence  over  a   question  of 
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privilege    affecting    an    individual 
member. 

1-8.  The  presiding  officer  of  each 
house  shall  sign  all  subpoenas  approved 
or  issued  by  the  house  over  which  he 
p res  ides. 

1-9.  (1)  A  communication  or  paper 
shall  be  addressed  to  the  presiding 
officer  and  shall  bear  the  name  of  the 
person  submitting  it.  When  the  reading 
of  a  paper  Is  called  for  and  a  member 
objects,  it  shall  be  determined  by  a 
vote  of  the  house  without  debate.  This 
subsection  does  not  apply  to  bills  or  to 
communications  from  the  governor  or  the 
other  house. 

(2)  A  paper  for  or  against  proposed 
legislation  may  not  be  placed  on  the 
desks  of  the  members  or  circulated 
within  the  chamber  unless  the  person 
responsible  has  signed  it  and  has 
received  permission  from  the  presiding 
officer  to  distribute  it  in  the  house 
concerned. 

1-10.  When  the  presiding  officer  is 
presiding,  he  shall  vote  as  any  other 
member  and  may  not  vote  a   second   time. 
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CHAPTER  2 
Meetings,  Quorums,  and  Attendance 

2-1.  The  hour  of  meeting  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  may 
be  as  ordered  by  the  Senate  or  House. 

2-2.  Lobbying  on  the  floor  of  the 
Senate  or  House  of  Representatives  is 
prohibited  during  the  session  and  within 
one  hour  prior  to  the  commencement  of  a 
session  and  wi th in  one-ha I f  hour  after 
recess  or  adjournment. 

2-3.  The  sessions  of  the  legis- 
lature and  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  all  committee  meetings,  and  all 
hearings  shall  be  open  to  the  public 
(Montana  Constitution,  Art.  V,  Sec. 
10(3)). 

2-U.  Neither  house  shall,  without 
the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  or 
recess  for  more  than  three  days,  nor  to 
any  other  place  than  that  in  which  the 
two  houses  shall  be  sitting  (Montana 
Constitution,  Art.  V,  Sec.  10(5)). 

2-5.  A  majority  of  each  house  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business,  but 
a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to 
day  and  compel  the  attendance  of  absent 
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members.   In   such  manner 
penalties  as  each  house 
(Montana    Constitution, 
10(2)).

2-6.  Unless  he  Is  excused,  a  member 

of  the  House  or  Senate  shall  be  present 

at   every   sitting  of  the  house  of  which 
he  Is  a  member. 

2-7.  In  the  absence  of  a  quorum,  a 
majority  of  members  present  In  either 
house  may  compel  the  attendance  of  ab- 
sent members  by  ordering  a  call  of  the 
house  of  which  they  are  members. 

2-8.  If  a  quorum  Is  present,  five 
members  of  the  Senate  may  order  a  ca I  I 
of  the  Senate,  and  fifteen  members  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  may  order  a 
ca  I  I  of  the  House.

2-10.  During  a  call  of  either 
house,  all  business  of  that  house  shall 
be  suspended.  After  a  call  has  been 
ordered,  no  motion  is  in  order  except  a 
motion  to  adjourn  or  remove  the  call. 
The  call  may  be  removed  by  a  two-thirds 
vote. 

2-11.  If  either  house  is  in  session 
upon  a  given  day,  whether  or  not  the 
other  house  is  in  session,  that  day 
shall  constitute  a  legislative  day. 
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CHAPTER  3 
Legislative  Employees 

3-1.  The  legislature  shall  pre- 
scribe the  compensation  of  the  employees 
of  each  house  by  joint  resolution.  Each 
house  shall  prescribe  the  duties  of  Its 
officers  and  employees,  and  no  payment 
shall  be  made  from  the  state  treasury, 
or  be  i n  any  way  authorized  to  any  such 
person,  except  to  an  acting  officer  or 
employee  elected  or  appointed  in  pursu- 
ance of  law. 

3-2.  The  Legislative  Council  shall 
be  responsible  for  maintaining  personnel 
f i les. 

3-3.  The  committee  on  legislative 
administration  of  each  house  shall 
appoint  a  secretary  for  a  standing  or 
special  committee  on  recommendation  of 
the  committee  chairman,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  respective  house.  A 
secretary  for  a  standing  or  special  com- 
mittee is  immediately  responsible  to  the 
committee  chairman,  but  when  not  occu- 
pied with  the  duties  of  a  committee, 
shall  work  under  the  direction  of  the 
chief  stenographer  of  each  house.  The 
Legislative  Council  shall  hire  all 
engrossing   and   enrolling   typists   and 
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proofreaders,   who  are  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  bills  committee. 

3-4.  The  presiding  officer  and  the 
majority  and  minority  floor  leader  of 
each  house  may  each  appoint  a  private 
secretary. 

3-5.  The  secretary  of  the  Senate 
and  chief  clerk  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives are  responsible  to  the  pre- 
siding officers  of  their  respective 
houses.  Their  duties  are  to: 

(a)  have  custody  of  a  I  I  records, 
bills,  documents,  and  other  papers; 

(b)  supervise  the  making  and  exam- 
ination of  the  journal  and  the  handling 
of  bills  and  resolutions; 

(c)  deliver  to  the  secretary  of 
state  at  the  close  of  each  session  the 
journal,  bill  books,  and  resolution 
books,  and  all  copies  of  introduced 
bills  and  joint  resolutions; 

(d)  collect  from  the  chairmen  or 
secretaries  of  a  I  I  standing  committees, 
special  committees,  and  conference  com- 
mittees the  minutes  of  such  committees 
and  deliver  them  to  the  state  historical 
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society.  (See  Rule  7-U) 

3-6.  Journal  clerks,  bill  clerks, 
typists,  and  other  employees  responsible 
for  legislative  functions,  except  secre- 
taries for  standing  or  special  commit- 
tees, secretaries  to  presiding  officers, 
and  secretaries  to  majority  and  minority 
floor  leaders,  are  immediately  responsi- 
ble to  the  secretary  of  the  Senate  or 
the  chief  clerk  of  the  House,  subject  to 
the  general  supervision  of  the  presiding 
officer. 

3-7.  The  duties  of  the  engrossing 
and  enrolling  clerks  are: 

(a)  to  engross  or  enroll  all  bills 
delivered  to  them  within  U8  hours  after 
they  have  been  received,  unless  further 
time  is  granted,  in  writing,  by  the  pre- 
siding officer  of  the  house  in  which  the 
bill  or ig  i  nated; 

(b)  to  correct  clerical  errors, 
with  the  consent  of  the  secretary  of  the 
Senate  or  chief  clerk  of  the  House  of 
Representatives,  in  any  bill  originating 
in  the  house  by  which  they  are  employed. 
Clerical  errors  such  as  the  following 
may  be  corrected: 
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( i )   errors  In  spe I  I  i  ng 

(ii)  errors  In   numbering   sections 

(III)  adding  or  deleting  underlin- 
ing or  I Ines  through  matter  to  be 
stricken 

( Iv)  material  copied  incorrectly 
from  the  Montana  Code  Annotated. 

The  secretary  of  the  Senate  or 
chief  clerk  of  the  House  shall  obtain 
written  permission  from  the  principal 
sponsor  before  such  corrections  are 
made. 

When  a  committee  Is  the  sponsor  of 
a  bill,  any  member  thereof  so  designated 
by  the  chairman  may  be  the  principal 
sponsor  for  the  purpose  of  this  section. 

3-8,  (1)  The  sergeants-at-arms  are 
responsible  to  the  presiding  officers  of 
their  respective  houses.  Their  duties 
are  to: 

(a)  maintain  order  under  the 
direction  of  the  presiding  officer; 

(b)  execute  commands  and  serve  all 
processes; 
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(c)  receive,  distribute,  and  have 
custody  of  supplies. 

3-9.    The  assistant 

sergeants-at-arms,  doorkeepers,  watch- 
men, janitors,  pages,  and  other  employ- 
ees responsible  for  general  housekeeping 
functions  are  immediately  responsible  to 
the  sergeant-at-a rms,  subject  to  the 
general  supervision  of  the  presiding 
officer. 

3-10.  The  duty  of  the  chaplain  of 
each  house  is  to  open  each  day*s  session 
with  a  prayer. 

3 - 1 1 .  A  I  eg  i  s I  a  t  i  ve  aide  is  a 
person  who  has  registered  with  the  clerk 
of  the  House  or  secretary  of  the  Senate 
and  has  been  issued  a  distinctive  iden- 
tification form  such  as  a  name  tag. 
Such  identification  may  be  issued  only 
upon  receiving  written  verification  from 
a  member  that  the  person  involved  is 
serving  him  as  an  aide.  A  person  may  not 
represent  himself  to  be  a  legislative 
aide  unless  he  carries  such  identifi- 
cation. The  sergeants-a t-a rms  and 
doorkeepers  shall  enforce  this  rule. 
Legislative  aides  must  be  of  legal  age 
unless  otherwise  approved  by  the  presid- 
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Ing  officer. 

No  member  may  designate  more  than 
one  aide  without  the  approval  of  the 
rules  committee  of  the  house   involved. 

Qualifications  for  legislative 
Interns  are  specified  in  Title  5,  chap- 
ter 6,  MCA. 

3-12.  An  employee,  legislative 
aide,  or  legislative  Intern  of  either 
house  is  prohibited  from  lobbying  as  de- 
fined in  Section  5-7-102(1),  MCA.  How- 
ever, such  person  may  testify  before  a 
committee  of  either  house  on  the  request 
of  the  committee.  Any  person  violating 
this  rule  shall  be  discharged. 

3-13.  Disputes  or  complaints 
involving  the  competency  or  decorum  of  a 
legislative  employee  shall  be  referred 
to  the  committee  on  legislative  adminis- 
tration of  the  house  by  which  the 
employee  is  employed.  The  committee,  In 
its  discretion,  may  dismiss,  suspend,  or 
retain  the  employee.  The  committee  on 
legislative  administration  shall  period- 
ically review  the  roster  of  employees 
and  shall  dismiss  surplus  employees. 

3-1U.  The  offices  of  the  Leg i s- 
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latlve  Council  shall  serve  both  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  as 
requ  i  red. 

The  Council  staff  shall  prepare 
payrolls  for  certification  and  signature 
by  the  presiding  officer  and  prepare  a 
monthly  financial  report  and  distribute 
the  report  to  legislative  leaders  in 
each  house  and  to  members  of  the  Senate 
committee  on  finance  and  claims  and 
House  committee  on  appropriations. 

3-15.  Contracts  for  purchase  or 
lease  of  equipment  and  supplies  made 
during  the  legislative  session  shall  be 
made  on  the  approval  of  the  committee  on 
legislative  administration  of  each 
house,  subject  to  the  review  of  the  pre- 
siding officer  of  the  respective  house. 
Purchase  orders  shall  be  issued  by 
Legislative  Council  staff  and  accounting 
records  kept  In  that  office. 
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CHAPTER  k 
Order  of  Business 

U-1.  After  prayer,  roll  call,  and 
report  on  the  journal,  the  order  of 
business  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  Is  as  follows: 

(1)  Communications  and  petitions 

(2)  Reports  of  standing  committees 

(3)  Reports  of   select  committees 

(4)  Messages  from  the  governor 

(5)  Messages  from  the  other  house 

(6)  Motions 

(7)  First  reading  and  commitment 
of  bills 

(8)  Second  reading  of  bills  (Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole) 

(9)  Third  reading  of  bills  and 
consent  calendar  bills 

(10)  Unfinished  business 

(11)  Special  orders  of  the  day 
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(12)  Announcement  of  committee 
meet  i  ngs . 

To  revert  to  or  pass  to  a  new  order 
of  business  requires  only  a  majority 
vote.  Unless  otherwise  specified  in  the 
motion  to  recess,  the  house  involved 
shall  revert  to  Order  of  Business  No.  1 
when  reconvening  after  a  recess.

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CHAPTER  5 
Motions 

5-1.  When  a  motion  is  made  it  shall 
be  restated  by  the  presiding  officer 
and.  If  requested  by  the  presiding  offi- 
cer or  a  member,  shall  be  reduced  to 
writing  and  read  aloud.  A  motion  may  be 
withdrawn  by  the  member  making  It  at  any 
time  before  it  is  amended  or  voted  upon. 

5-2.  When  a  question  is  under 
debate  no  motion  may  be  made  except  the 
following  privileged  and  subsidiary 
motions,  which  have  precedence  In  the 
order  I i  sted: 

( 1 )  to  adjourn 

(2)  for  a  call  of  the  house 

(3)  to  recess 

{k)  question  of  privilege 

(5)  to  lay  on  the  table 

(6)  for  the  previous  question 

(7)  to  postpone  to  a   certain  day 

(8)  to  refer  or  commit 
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(9)  to  amend 

(10)  to  postpone  Indefinitely. 

A  question  may  be  indefinitely 
postponed  by  a  majority  roll  call  vote 
of  all  members  present  and  voting.  When 
a  bill  or  resolution  Is  postponed 
indefinitely,  it  Is  finally  rejected  and 
may  not  be  acted  upon  again  during  the 
biennium  except  upon  a  motion  of  recon- 
sideration made  pursuant  to  Rule  5-4. 

5-3.  No  motion  or  proposition  on  a 
subject  different  from  that  under  con- 
sideration shall  be  admitted  under  color 
of  amendment  or  substitute. 

5-4.  Any  member  may,  on  the  day 
the  vote  was  taken  or  on  the  next  day 
the  house  in  which  the  action  was  taken 
is  in  session,  move  to  reconsider  the 
question.  A  motion  to  reconsider  may 
not  be  withdrawn  after  such  next  legis- 
lative day  without  the  unanimous  consent 
of  the  house  concerned,  and  thereafter 
any  member  may  call  It  up  for  considera- 
tion; however,  a  motion  to  reconsider 
made  after  the  54th  day  of  the  session 
shall  be  disposed  of  when  made.  A  motion 
to   recall   a   bill  from  the  other  house 
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constitutes  notice  to  reconsider  and 
shall  be  acted  on  as  a  motion  to  recon- 
sider, A  motion  to  reconsider  or  to 
recall  a  bill  from  the  other  house  may 
be  made  only  under  Order  of  Business  No. 
6  and  under  that  order  of  business  takes 
precedence  over  all  motions  except 
motions  to  recess  or  adjourn. 

5-5.  When  a  motion  to  reconsider  is 
laid  on  the  table,  a  two- thirds  majority 
is  required  to  take  It  from  the  table. 
When  a  motion  to  reconsider  falls,  the 
question  is  finally  and  conclusively 
sett  led. 

5-6.  (1)  Except  as  provided  in 
subsection  (2)  of  this  rule,  the  effect 
of  moving  the  previous  question,  if 
adopted,  is  to  close  debate  immediately, 
to  prevent  the  moving  of  amendments  or 
other  subsidiary  motions,  and  to  bring 
to  vote  promptly  the  immediately  pending 
main  question  and  the  adhering  subsid- 
iary motions,  whether  on  appeal  or 
otherwi  se. 

(2)  When  the  previous  question  is 
ordered  on  any  debatable  question  on 
which  there  has  been  no  debate,  the 
question  may  be  debated  for  one-half 
hour,   one-half  of  such  time  to  be  given 
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to  the  proponents  and   one-half   to   the 
opponents. 

5-7.  A  call  of  the  house  is  not  In 
order  after  the  previous  question  is 
ordered  unless  it  appears  upon  an  actual 
count  by  the  presiding  officer  that  a 
quorum  is  not  present. 

5-8.  The  following  motions  are  not 
debatab le: 

( 1 )  to  adjourn 

(2)  for  a  call  of  the  house 

(3)  to  recess 

{^)  for  parliamentary  Inquiry 

(5)  for  suspension  of  the  rules 

(6)  to  lay  on  the  table 

(7)  for  the  previous  question 

(8)  to  limit,  extend  the  limits 
of,  or  to  close  debate 

(9)  to  amend  an  undebatable  motion 

(10)  to  divide  a  question 
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(11)  to  pass  business  In  Committee 
of  the  Whole 

(12)  to  take  from  the  table 

(13)  a  decision  of  the  presiding 
officer,  unless  appealed  or  unless  he 
submits  the  question  to  the  house  for 
advice  or  dec i  s Ion 

{^^)  all  incidental  motions,  such 
as  motions  relating  to  voting  or  other 
questions  of  a  general  procedural 
nature. 

5-9.  A  member  may  move  to  divide  a 
question  if  it  Includes  two  or  more 
propositions  so  distinct  in  substance 
that  If  one  thing  Is  taken  away  a  sub- 
stantive question  will  remain. 

5-10,  No  more  than  one  amendment 
and  no  more  than  one  substitute  motion 
may  be  made  to  a  motion.  This  rule  per- 
mits the  main  motion  and  two  modifying 
motions. 
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CHAPTER  6 
Bills  and  Resolutions 

A«   Form  of  Bills  --  Definition  of  Reso- 
lutions --  General  Provisions 

6-1.  The  only  types  of  Instruments 
other  than  bills  which  may  be  introduced 
^In  either  house  of  the   legislature  are 
as  f o I  lows: 

(1)  A  simple  resolution  is  a 
formalized  motion  passed  by  one  house 
only  and  bears  the  heading  "House  Reso- 
lution" or  "Senate  Resolution".  It  may 
be  used  only  to  adopt  or  amend  the  rules 
of  one  house,  to  make  recommendations 
concerning  the  districting  and  appor- 
tionment plan  as  provided  by  Article  V, 
section  ^^,  subsection  (3),  of  the  Mon- 
tana Constitution,  or  to  provide  for  the 
Internal  affairs  of  the  house  adopting 
it.  It  does  not  require  three  readings 
or  a  roll  call  vote.  A  member  offering  a 
simple  resolution  may  read  it  in  his 
place  before  introduction.  When  a 
simple  resolution  has  been  introduced, 
it  shall  be  referred  to  a  committee. 
Final  action  shall  be  taken  on  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole  report.  The  trans- 
mittal of  copies  of  simple  resolutions 
is  the  responsibility  of  the  chief  clerk 
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or  secretary  of  the  house  of  origin. 

A  copy  of  every  simple  resolution 
Is  to  be  transmitted  after  adoption  to 
the  secretary  of  state  by  the  secretary 
of  the  Senate  or  chief  clerk  of  the 
House. 

(2)  A  joint   resolution   must   be 

adopted  by   both   houses   and   is   not 

approved  by  the  governor.  It  may  be  used 
to: 

(a)  express  desire,  opinion,  sym- 
pathy, or  request  of  the  legislature; 

(b)  request  an  interim  study  by  a 
legislative  subcommittee; 

(c)  adopt  or  amend  the  joint 
rules; 

(d)  set  salaries  and  other  terms 
of  employment  for  Legislative  employees; 

(e)  approve  construction  of  a 
state  building  under  section  18-2-102  or 
20-25-302,  MCA; 

(f)  deal  with  disasters  and  emer- 
gencies under  Title  10,  specifically  as 
provided     in    sections    10-3-302(3), 
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10-3-303(3),       10-3-303(4),        and 
10-3-505(5),  MCA; 

(g)  submit  a  negotiated  settlement 
under  section  39-31-305(3),  MCA; 

(h)  declare  or  terminate  an  energy 
emergency   under   section  90-U-310,  MCA; 

(i)  ratify  or  propose  amendments 
to  the  United  States  Constitution;  or 

(j)  direct  changes  to,  repeal,  or 
direct  adoption  of  a  rule  in  the  Montana 
Administrative  Code. 

Except   as   otherwise   provided   in 
these   rules   or  the  Constitution  of  the 
State  of  Montana,  a  joint  resolution   is 
t      treated  in  all  respects  as  a  bill. 
I 

A  copy  of  every  Joint  resolution  is 
to  be  transmitted  after  adoption  to  the 
secretary  of  state  by  the  secretary  of 
the   Senate  or  chief  clerk  of  the  House. 

6-2.  AM  bill  drafting  requests 
shall  require  a  legislative  sponsor. 
Bills  shall  be  typewritten  on  paper  with 
numbered  lines  and  shall  be  introduced 
in  quadruplicate.  Bills  shall  be  num- 
bered at  the  foot  of  each   page   (except 
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page  1)  and  shall  have  white  covers  of  a 
substantial  material.  In  sections  amend- 
ing existing  statutes,  matter  to  be 
stricken  out  shall  be  Indicated  with  a 
line  through  the  words  or  part  to  be 
deleted,  and  new  matter  shall  be  under- 
lined. Sections  of  the  Montana  Code 
Annotated  repealed  or  amended  in  a  bill 
shall  be  stated  in  the  title,  except  for 
general  appropriation  bills  and  bills 
for  the  codification  and  general  revi- 
sion of  the  laws.  Introduced  bills  will 
be  reproduced  on  white  paper  and  dis- 
tributed to  legislators. 

6-3.  No  bill,  except  general  appro- 
priation bills  and  bills  for  the  codifi- 
cation and  general  revision  of  the  laws, 
shall  contain  more  than  one  subject, 
which  shall  be  clearly  expressed  in  the 
title.

A  bill  shall  be  used  to  propose 
amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
State  of  Montana  and  shall  not  be  sub- 
ject to  the  veto  of  the  governor  (Mon- 
tana Constitution,  Art.  VI,  Sec.  10(1)). 

6-4.  All   appropriation  bills  shall 
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B.   Introduction  --  Bill  Limit 
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6-6.  (1)  A  legislator  may  not 
request  more  than  five  bills  from  the 
Legislative  Council  nor  may  a  legislator 
introduce  more  than  five  bills.  This 
limit  does  not  apply  to: 

(a)  bills  requested  prior  to  the 
convening  date  of  each  session; 

(b)  interim  committee  bills; 

(c)  state  agency  bills; 

(d)  code  commissioner  bills; 

(e)  resolutions; 

(f)  standing  committee  bills; 

(g)  appropriation  bills;  or 

( h)   revenue  b  i I  Is. 

(2)  Bills  and  Joint  resolutions 
will  be  checked  by  the  staff  of  the 
Legislative  Council  prior  to  introduc- 
tion for  proper  format,  style,  and  legal 
form.  Bills  will  be  entered  on  the  auto- 
mated bill  drafting  equipment,  typed, 
and  delivered  in  quadruplicate  to  the 
requesting   legislator.  A  stamp  shall  be

affixed  to  the  original  bill  cover  and 
signed  to  indicate  Council  review.  If 
such  stamp  is  not  affixed,  the  bill  may 
not  be  introduced. 

(3)  During  a  session  a  bill  may  be 
introduced  by  endorsing  it  with  the  name 
of  a  member  and  presenting  it  to  the 
chief  clerk  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives or  secretary  of  the  Senate  in 
quadruplicate.  Bills  or  joint  resolu- 
tions may  be  sponsored  jointly  by  Senate 
and  House  members.  A  jointly  sponsored 
bill  shall  be  introduced  \n  the  house  in 
which  the  legislator  whose  name  appears 
first  on  the  bill  is  a  member.  The  chief 
joint  sponsor's  name  shall  appear 
immediately  to  the  right  of  the  first 
sponsor's  name.  Bills,  joint  resolu- 
tions, and  simple  resolutions  shall  be 
numbered  consecutively  in  each  session 
of  the  legislature  in  separate  series  in 
the  order  of  their  receipt. 

(U)  Any  bill  proposed  by  a  legis- 
lative committee  or  introduced  by 
request  of  an  administrative  or  execu- 
tive agency  or  department  shall  be  so 
indicated  following   the   names   of   the 

sponsors,   "By  Request  of  the  

(Name  of  agency  or  committee)".

(5)  Bills  may  be  preflled,  num- 
bered, and  preprinted  prior  to  a  legis- 
lative session  by  the  staff  of  the 
Legislative  Council.  Actual  signatures 
may  appear  on  the  face  of  the  prefiled 
bill,  or  signatures  may  be  obtained  on  a 
consent  form  from  the  Legislative  Coun- 
cil and  the  sponsor's  name  typed  on  the 
bill.  Additional  sponsors  may  be  added 
on  motion  of  the  chief  sponsor  at  any 
time  prior  to  a  standing  committee 
report  on  the  bill.  These  names  will  be 
forwarded  to  the  Legislative  Council  to 
be  included  on  the  face  of  the  bill  fol- 
lowing standing  committee  approval.

6-8.  No  bill  may  be  introduced  or 
received  In  a  house  after  that  house  has 
finally  rejected  a  bill  during  that 
session  designed  to  accomplish  the  same 
purpose  save  upon  approval  by  the  rules 
committee  of  the  house  in  which  the  bill 
is  offered  for  introduction  or  recep- 
t  Ion. 

Failure  to  override  a  veto  does  not 
constitute  final  rejection. 

6-9.  At  least  three-fourths  of  a 
standing  committee  must  consent  to  the 
Introduction  of  a  committee  bill. 
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C.  First  Reading  and  Referral 

6-10.  No  motion  affecting  a  bill  is 
in  order  on  its  first  reading  except  as 
provided  in  Joint  Rule  6-6(5). 

Upon  introduction  or  reception  of  a 
bill,  the  chief  clerk  of  the  House  or 
the  secretary  of  the  Senate  shall  pub- 
licly post  upon  a  listing  that  bill  by  a 
summary  or  its  title  in  the  house  of 
origin  and  by  a  summary  of  its  title  and 
by  its  history  in  the  second  house, 
together  with  a  notation  of  the  commit- 
tee to  which  it  has  been  assigned,  and 
such  posting  shall  constitute  the  first 
read  i  ng  of  the  bill. 

6-11.  No  b i I  I  shall  be  considered 
or  become  a  law  unless  referred  to  a 
committee  and  returned  therefrom. 

6-12.  Upon  introduction  or  recep- 
tion of  a  bill,  it  shall  be  referred  to 
a  committee  by  the  presiding  officer. 

6-13.  A  bill  may  be  rereferred  at 
any  time  before  its  passage. 

D.  Amendments  and  Substitute  Bills 

6-1i|.  No   law   shall   be  revised  or 
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amended  or  the  provisions  thereof 
extended  by  reference  to  its  title  only, 
but  so  much  thereof  as  is  revised, 
amended,  or  extended  shall  be  reenacted 
and  published  at  length. 

6-15.  No  law  shall  be  passed  except 
by  bill,  and  no  bill  shall  be  so  altered 
or  amended  on  its  passage  through  either 
house  as  to  change  its  original  purpose 
(Montana  Constitution,  Art.  V,  Sec. 
11(1)). 

6-16.  A  committee  may  recommend 
that  every  clause  in  a  bill  be  changed 
and  that  entirely  new  matter  be  substi- 
tuted so  long  as  the  new  matter  is  rele- 
vant to  the  title  and  subject  of  the 
original  bill.  A  substitute  bill  shall 
be  considered  as  an  amendment  and  not  as 
a  new  bill. 

6-17.  The  proper  form  of  reporting 
a  substitute  bill  by  a  committee  is  to 
propose  amendments  to  strike  out  all  of 
the  bill  following  the  enacting  clause 
and  to  substitute  the  new  bill,  recom- 
mending also  any  necessary  changes  in 
the  title.  If  a  committee  report  recom- 
mending a  substitute  for  a  bill  orig- 
inating in  the  other  house  is  adopted, 
the  substitute  bill  shall  be  printed. 
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6-18.  Amendments  to  a  bill  by  the 
second  house  shall  not  be  further 
amended  by  the  house  In  which  the  bill 
originated,  but  must  either  be  accepted 
or  rejected.  If  the  amendments  are 
rejected,  a  conference  committee  may  be 
requested  by  the  house  \n  which  the  bill 
originated.  If  the  amendments  are  ac- 
cepted and  the  bill  i s  of  a  type  requir- 
ing more  than  a  majority  vote  for  pas- 
sage, the  bill  shall  again  be  placed  on 
third  reading  in  the  house  of  origin. 
The  vote  on  third  reading  after  concur- 
rence in  amendments  is  the  vote  of  the 
house  of  origin  that  must  be  used  to 
determine  if  the  required  number  of 
votes  has  been  cast. 

6-19.  If  a  majority  of  a  house 
adopts  a  recommendation  for  the  passage 
of  a  bill  originating  in  that  house 
after  it  has  been  returned  from  a  com- 
mittee with  amendments,  the  bill  shall 
be  printed  on  yellow  paper  with  all 
amendments  incorporated  into  the  printed 
copies.  If  the  bill  has  been  returned 
from  a  committee  without  amendments, 
only  the  first  sheet  shall  be  printed  on 
yellow  paper,  and  the  remainder  of  the 
text  Incorporated  by  reference  to  the 
preceding   printed  version  of  the  entire 
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bill.  Bills  referred  to  the  bills  com- 
mittee of  the  house  of  origin  for  print- 
ing must  be  reported  within  three  days 
unless  further  time  is  granted  by  that 
house. 

E.   Engrossing  and  Enrolling 

■^^  6-20.  When  a  bill  has  been  reported 
favorably  by  Committee  of  the  Whole  of 
the  house  of  origin  and  the  report  has 
been  adopted,  the  bill  shall  be 
engrossed  under  the  direction  of  the 
bills  committee,  and  when  reported  cor- 
rectly engrossed  by  the  committee  shall 
be  placed  on  the  calendar  for  third 
reading  on  the  succeeding  legislative 
day.  Committee  of  the  Whole  amendments 
shall  be  included  in  the  engrossed  bill. 
Copies  of  the  engrossed  bill  to  be  dis- 
tributed to  leg i s lators  wi I  I  be  repro- 
duced on  blue  paper.  If  a  bill  is 
unamended  by  the  Committee  of  the  Whole 
and  contains  no  clerical  errors,  it  may 
be  engrossed  without  retyping,  and  only 
the  first  sheet  shall  be  printed  on  blue 
paper  with  the  remainder  of  the  text 
incorporated  by  reference  to  the  pre- 
ceding printed  version  of  the  entire 
bill. 

If   a  bill  is  amended  by  the  stand- 
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Ing  committee  or  Committee  of  the  Whole 
in  the  second  house,  the  amendments  will 
be  Included  in  a  reference  bill  and  dis- 
tributed \n  the  second  house  for  third 
reading  consideration.  The  amendments 
will  also  be  reproduced  and  attached  to 
the  reference  bill.  If  the  bill  passes 
on  third  reading,  copies  of  the  refer- 
ence bill  and  second  house  amendments 
will  be  distributed  in  the  original 
house . 

6-21.  When  a  bill  has  passed  both 
houses  It  shall  be  enrolled  under  the 
direction  of  the  bills  committee  of  the 
house  of  origin.  An  original  and  two 
duplicate  typewritten  copies  of  the  bill 
shall  be  enrolled,  free  from  all  correc- 
tions and  errors,  with  a  margin  of  two 
inches  at  the  top  and  one  inch  on  each 
side.  In  sections  amending  existing 
statutes,  new  matter  shall  be  underlined 
and  matter  stricken  with  a  line  through 
It  shall  be  omitted.  The  original  and 
two  copies  of  the  bill  shall  be  red 
lined.  The  history  of  the  bill  shall 
also  be  enrolled  and  placed  with  the 
bill  In  a  white  manuscript  cover,  upon 
which  is  written  the  number  of  the  bill 
and  the  title.  The  Legislative  Council 
staff  shall  file  a  copy  of  the  history 
wl  th  the  I  aw  I  I  bra  ry.

When  the  enrolling  has  been  com- 
pleted, the  bill  shall  be  examined  by 
the  sponsor  and  the  bills  committee  and 
reported  correctly  enrolled. 

The  correctly  enrolled  bill  shall 
be  delivered  to  the  presiding  officer  of 
the  house  in  which  the  bill  originated. 
The  presiding  officer  shall  sign  the 
original  and  two  copies  of  each  bill 
delivered  to  him  not  later  than  the  next 
legislative  day  after  it  has  been 
reported  correctly  enrolled,  unless  the 
bill  is  de I i  vered  on  the  last  leg  i  s- 
lative  day,  in  which  event  it  shall  be 
signed  that  day.  The  fact  of  signing 
shall  be  announced  by  the  presiding 
officer  and  entered  upon  the  journal  no 
later  than  the  next  legislative  day.  At 
any  time  after  the  report  of  a  bill  cor- 
rectly enrolled  and  before  the  signing, 
if  a  member  signifies  his  desire  to 
examine  the  bill,  he  shall  be  permitted 
to  do  so.  The  bill  shall  then  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  other  house  where  the  same 
procedure  shall  be  followed. 

A  bill  that  has  passed  both  houses 
of  the  legislature  by  the  90th  day  may 
be  enrolled;  clerically  corrected  by  the 
presiding  officers,  if  necessary;  signed 
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by  the  presiding  officers;  and  delivered 
to  the  governor  not  later  than  5  days 
after  the  90th  legislative  day.  All 
journal  entries  authorized  under  this 
rule  will  be  entered  on  the  journal  for 
the  90th  day. 

The  original  and  two  copies  signed 
by  the  presiding  officer  of  each  house 
shall  be  presented  by  the  bills  commit- 
tee to  the  governor.  The  bills  committee 
shall  take  a  receipt  from  the  governor 
and  shall  report  to  the  house  the  day 
and  hour  of  such  presentation,  which 
shall  be  entered  in  the  journal.  The 
original  shall  be  filed  with  the  secre- 
tary of  state.  Signed  copies  with  chap- 
ter numbers  assigned  pursuant  to  Section 
5-11-20U,  MCA,  shall  be  filed  with  the 
clerk  of  the  supreme  court  and  the 
Leg  i  s I  at  i ve  Counc  i I . 

f_, Second  Reading  --  Committ ee   of the 

Whole 

6-22.  All  bills,  except  consent 
calendar  bills,  which  have  been  reported 
by  a  committee,  accepted  by  the  house 
concerned,  and  printed  shall  be  posted 
on  the  calendar  for  consideration  by 
Committee  of  the  Whole.  The  secretary 
of  the  Senate  or  chief  clerk  of   the 
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House  shall  record  the  time  each  bill  Is 
rec:eived  and  the  time  the  bill  is  placed 
on  nembers'  desks.  Until  the  50th  legis- 
lative day,  one  day  must  elapse  between 
the  time  a  committee  approved  bill  is 
placed  on  the  members*  desks  and  consid- 
eration by  Committee  of  the  Whole.  Bills 
shall  be  arranged  on  the  calendar  in 
nume.'rrcal  order  unless  they  are  compan- 
ion bills  or  are  otherwise  ordered  by 
the  house  or  Committee  of  the  Whole  of 
the  house  concerned. 

6"?3,  Every  bill  considered  in  Com- 
mivtee  of  the  Whole  shall  be  read  by  a 
nummary  of  its  title  and  considered 
SDction  by  section. 
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mittee  of  the  Whole  report,  a  member  may 
move  to  segregate  a  bill.  If  the  motion 
prevails,  t\\e  bill  remains  on  second 
read  ing. 

6-25.  When  a  Committee  of  the  Whole 
report  on  a  bill  is  rejected,  the  bill 
shall  remain  on  second  reading. 

6-26.  Either  house  may  resolve 
itself  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  by 
approval  of  a  motion  for  that  purpose. 
So  far  as  may  be  applicable,  the  rules 
governing  each  house  shall  be  obs>erved 
when  that  house  resolves  itself  in.'-.o  a 
Committee  of  the  Whole,  except  as  fol- 
lows: 

(1)  The  only  motions  in  order  are 
to; 

(a)  amend; 

(b)  recommend  passage  or 
nonpassage; 

(c)  recommend  concurrence  or  non- 
concurrence; 

(d)  indefinitely  postpone;

(g)  rise  and  report;  or 

(h)  rise  and  report  progress  and 
ask  leave  to  sit  again. 

(2)  The  committee  may  not  appoint 
subcommittees. 

(3)  The  committee  may  not  punish 
its  members  for  misconduct,  but  may 
report   disorder  to  the  house  concerned. 

(U)  Unless  otherwise  prescribed  by 
either  house  before  going  into  Committee 
of  the  Whole,  a  member  may  speak  as 
often  as  he  is  recognized  and  for  as 
long  each  time  as  is  allowed  in  debate 
in  the  particular  house. 

6-27.  After  a  Committee  of  the 
Whole  has  been  formed,  the  presiding 
officer  shall  appoint  a  chairman  to  pre- 
side. Upon  resuming  the  chair,  the  pre- 
siding officer  shall  receive  the  report 
of  the  chairman  of  the  committee  and  the 
house   shall   take  action  on  the  report. 

Third  Reading  --  Consent  Calendar  -- 
Veto 
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6-28.  No  bill  shall  become  a  law 
except  by  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the 
members  present  and  voting  in  each 
house.  On  final  passage  the  vote  shall 
be  taken  by  ayes  and  noes,  and  the  names 
of  those  voting  entered  on  the  journal 
(Montana  Constitution,  Art.  V,  Sec. 
11(1  )  and  (2) ). 

Any  vote  in  one  house  on  a  bill 
proposing  an  amendment  to  the  Montana 
Constitution  where  the  mathematical  pos- 
sibility exists  of  obtaining  the  neces- 
sary two-thirds  vote  of  the  legislature 
will  cause  the  bill  to  progress  as 
though  it  had  received  the  majority 
vote. 

6-29.  Except  for  consent  calendar 
bills,  every  bill  shall  be  read  three 
times  prior  to  passage,  either  by  title 
or  by  summary  of  title  as  provided  in 
these  rules.  The  first  reading  shall  be 
as  prescribed  in  Joint  Rule  6-10;  the 
second  prior  to  debate  in  Committee  of 
the  Whole;  and  the  third  prior  to  final 
passage.  No  bill  shall  receive  more 
than  one  reading  on  the  same  day  except 
on  the  last  legislative  day.  No  amend- 
ment may  be  offered  on  the  third 
reading. 
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6-30.  (1)  Each  bill  passed  by  the 
legislature,  except  bills  proposing 
amendments  to  the  Montana  Constitution, 
bills  ratifying  proposed  amendments  to 
the  United  States  Constitution,  resolu- 
tions, and  referendum  measures  of  the 
legislature,  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
governor  for  his  signature.  If  he  does 
not  sign  or  veto  the  bill  within  5  days 
after  its  delivery  to  him  if  the  legis- 
lature is  in  session  or  within  25  days 
If  the  legislature  is  adjourned,  it 
shall  become  law.  The  governor  shall 
return  a  vetoed  bill  to  the  legislature 
with  a  statement  of  his  reasons  there- 
for. 

(2)  The  governor  may  return  any 
bill  to  the  legislature  with  his  recom- 
mendation for  amendment.  If  the  legis- 
lature passes   the   bill   in   accordance 

with  the  governor's  recommendation,  it 
shall  again  return  the  bill  to  the  gov- 
ernor for  his  reconsideration.  The  gov- 
ernor shall  not  return  a  bill  for  amend- 
ment a  second  time. 

(3)  If  after  receipt  of  a  veto 
message,  two-thirds  of  the  members  of 
each  house  present  approve  the  bill,  it 
sha I  I  become  law. 
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{k)  If  the  legislature  Is  not  in 
session  when  the  governor  vetoes  a  bill, 
he  shall  return  the  bill  with  his 
reasons  therefor  to  the  legislature  as 
provided  by  law.  The  legislature  may  be 
polled  on  a  bill  approved  by  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present  or  reconvened  to 
reconsider  any  bill  so  vetoed.  (Montana 
Constitution,  Art.  VI,  Sec.  10.) 

(5)  The  governor  may  veto  Items  in 
appropriation  bills,  and  In  such 
instances  the  procedure  shall  be  the 
same  as  upon  veto  of  an  entire  bill 
(Montana  Constitution,  Art.  VI,  Sec. 
10). 

6-31.  Upon  receipt  of  a  veto  mes- 
sage the  presiding  officer  shall  read 
the  message.  After  the  reading  a  member 
may  move  that  the  governor's  veto  shall 
be  overridden.  A  vote  on  the  motion 
shall  be  determined  by  ro I  I  ca I  I .  If 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present  vote 
"aye",  the  veto  is  overridden.  If  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present  do  not 
vote  "aye",  the  veto  is  sustained. 

6-32.  If  the  governor  returns  a 
bill  to  the  originating  house  with  his 
recommendations    for   amendment,   such 
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house  shall  reconsider  the  bill  under 
its  rules  relating  to  amendment  offered 
in  Committee  of  the  Whole.  The  bill  is 
then  subject  to  the  following  proce- 
dures: 

(a)  The  originating  house  shall 
transmit  to  the  second  house,  for  con- 
sideration under  its  rules  relating  to 
amendments  in  Committee  of  the  Whole, 
the  bill  and  the  originating  house's 
approval  or  disapproval  of  the  gover- 
nor's recommendations. 

(b)  If  both  houses  approve  the 
governor's  recommendations,  the  bill 
shall  be  returned  to  the  governor  for 
his  reconsideration. 

(c)  If  both  houses  disapprove  the 
governor's  recommendations,  the  bill 
shall  be  returned  to  the  governor  for 
his  reconsideration. 

(d)  If  one  house  disapproves  the 
governor's  recommendations  and  the  other 
house  approves,  then  either  house  may 
request  a  conference  committee  which  may 
be  a  free  conference  committee. 

(i)  If  both  houses  adopt  a  confer- 
ence committee  report,  the  bill   in   ac- 
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cordance  with  the  report  shall  be 
returned  to  the  governor  for  his  recon- 
sideration. 

(ii)  If  a  conference  committee 
falls  to  reach  agreement  or  \f  Its 
report  Is  not  adopted  by  both  houses, 
the  governor's  recommendations  shall  be 
considered  not  approved  and  the  bill 
shall  be  returned  to  the  governor  for 
further  consideration. 

H.  Transmittal  of  Bills  --  Revenue  and 
Appropriation  Bills 

6-33.  Each  house  shall  transmit  to 
the  other  with  any  bill  all  relevant 
papers.  When  a  house  bill  Is  transmitted 
from  the  House  of  Representatives  to  the 
Senate,  the  secretary  of  the  Senate 
shall  give  a  dated  receipt  for  the  bill 
to  the  chief  clerk  of  the  House.  When  a 
Senate  bill  Is  transmitted  to  the  House 
of  Representatives,  the  chief  clerk  of 
the  House  shall  give  a  dated  receipt  to 
the  secretary  of  the  Senate. 

6-3U.  No  bill,  except  for  appro- 
priation bills,  revenue  bills,  and 
amendments  considered  by  joint  commit- 
tee, need  be  acted  upon  (save  for  refer- 
ence  to   a   committee   by  the  presiding 
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officer)  If  transmitted  from  one  house 
to  the  other  after  the  U5th  legislative 
day,  but  shall  be  held  pending  In  the 
house  to  which  It  is  transmitted  unless 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present  and 
voting  determine  that  the  bill  shall  be 
acted  upon.  Amendments,  except  to 
appropriation  bills  and  revenue  bills, 
shall  likewise  be  deferred  for  consider- 
ation if  transmitted  after  the  70th 
legislative  day. 

A  revenue  bill  Is  one  which  would 
either  Increase  or  decrease  tax  collec- 
tions. 

Revenue  bills  originating  in  the 
Senate  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  House 
on  or  before  the  50th  day,  unless  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present  and  voting 
In  the  House  determine  that  the  bill  may 
be  transmitted  after  the  30th  day.  House 
amendments  to  such  bills  shall  be  trans- 
mitted by  the  House  to  the  Senate  on  or 
before  the  70th  day  unless  two-thirds  of 
the  members  present  and  voting  In  the 
Senate  determine  that  such  an  amendment 
may  be  transmitted  after  the   70th   day. 

Appropriation  and  revenue  bills 
originating  in  the  House  shall  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  Senate  on   or   before   the 
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70th  day  unless  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers present  and  voting  in  the  Senate 
determine  that  the  bill  may  be  trans- 
mitted after  the  70th  day.  Senate 
amendments  to  such  bills  shall  be  trans- 
mitted by  the  Senate  to  the  House  on  or 
before  the  85th  legislative  day  unless 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present  and 
voting  in  the  House  determine  that  such 
an  amendment  may  be  transmitted  after 
the  85th  day. 

Interim  study  resolutions  and  joint 
resolutions  concerning  administrative 
rules  may  be  transmitted  at  any  time 
during  a  session. 

6-35.  When  a  bill  has  received  its 
third  rending  or  has  been  rejected,  the 
house  that  considered  the  bill  shall  as 
soon  as  possible  transmit  it  to  the 
other  house  with  notice  of   its   action. 

_L,. F  i  sea  I  Notes 

6-36.  All  bills  reported  out  of  a 
committee  of  the  legislature  having  an 
effect  on  the  revenues,  expenditures,  or 
fiscal  liability  of  the  state,  except 
appropriation  measures  carrying  specific 
dollar  amounts,  shall  include  a  fiscal 
note   incorporating   an  estimate  of  such 
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effect.  The  Legislative  Council  staff 
shall  indicate  at  the  top  of  each  bill 
prepared  for  introduction  that  a  fiscal 
note  may  be  necessary  under  this  rule. 
Fiscal  notes  shall  be  requested  by  the 
presiding  officer  of  either  house^  who 
shall  determine  the  need  for  the  note  at 
the  time  of  introduction,  based  on  the 
Legislative  Council  staff  recommenda- 
tion. 

The  state  budget  director,  in  coop- 
eration with  the  agency  or  agencies 
affected  by  the  biJI,  is  responsible  for 
the  preparation  of  the  fiscal  note  and 
shall  return  the  same  within  six  days, 
unless  further  time  is  granted  by  the 
presiding  officer  or  committee  making 
the  request  based  upon  a  written  state- 
ment from  the  budget  director  that  addi- 
tional time  is  necessary  to  properly 
prepare  the  note. 

A  completed  fiscal  note  shall  be 
submitted  by  the  budget  director  to  the 
presiding  officer  who  requested  it,  who 
shall  refer  It  to  the  committee  consid- 
ering the  bill.  All  fiscal  notes  shall 
be  printed  and  placed  on  the  members* 
desks. 

Fiscal  notes  shall,  wfiere  possible, 
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show  in  dollar  amounts  the  estimated 
increase  or  decrease  in  revenues  or 
expenditures,  costs  which  may  be  absorb- 
ed without  additional  funds,  and  long- 
range  financial  implications.  No  comment 
or  opinion  relative  to  merits  of  the 
bill  shall  be  included;  however,  techni- 
cal  or  mechanical  defects  may  be  noted. 

A  fiscal  note  also  may  be  requested 
on  a  bill  and  on  an  amendment  by: 

(1)  a  committee  considering  the 
bill,  or 

{?.)  a  majority  of  the  members  of 
the  house  in  which  the  bill  is  to  be 
considered,  at  the  time  of  second 
reading,  or 

(3)  the  chief  sponsor  through  the 
presiding  officer. 

The  budget  director  shall  make 
available  on  request  to  any  member  of 
the  legislature  all  background  informa- 
tion used  in  developing  a  fiscal  note 
(Title  5,  chapter  U,  part  2,  MCA). 
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CHAPTER  7 
Committees 

7-1.  The  committee  on  legislative 
administration  of  each  house  shall  con- 
sider all  matters  concerned  with 
seating,  mileage  and  expenses,  legis- 
lative employees,  the  control  of  the 
legislative  property,  and  the  budgeting 
for  and  expenditure  of  appropriations 
for  the  operation  of  the  legislature.  In 
cooperation  with  the  Legislative  Council 
staff. 

7-2.  Upon  request  of  any  member  of 
the  house  in  which  a  bill  is  pending,  a 
standing  committee  shall  submit  a  writ- 
ten report  In  triplicate  on  any  bill  or 
matter  reTerredi  to  It  within  seven  days 
after  the  request,  unless,  at  the 
request  of  the  committee  and  for  good 
cause  shown,  further  time  is  granted  by 
the  house  concerned. 

7-3.  If  the  members  of  a  committee 
cannot  agree  on  a  report,  the  majority 
and  minority  of  the  committee  present  at 
a  committee  meeting  may  submit  separate 
reports.  Only  one  minority  report  may  be 
submitted.  Such  reports  shall  be  entered 
at  length  on  the  journal,  unless  other- 
wise ordered  by  the  house  concerned. 
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7-U.  All  committees  and  subcommit- 
tees shall  keep  minutes  of  their  meet- 
ings and,  at  the  close  of  the  session, 
shall  make  an  original  and  two  complete 
copies  and  shall  turn  the  original  of 
the  minutes  over  to  the  chief  clerk  of 
the  House  or  secretary  of  the  Senate  for 
delivery  to  the  historical  society.  The 
Legislative  Council  and  the  law  library 
shall  each  be  given  one  copy  of  the  min- 
utes. 

7-5.  The  cojnmittee  on  bills  and 
journal,  tUe  rules  committee,  and  con- 
ference committees  rnay  report  at  any 
time,  except  during  a  call  of  the  house 
or  when  a  vote  is  being  taken.  Reports 
from  the  bills  and  journal  committee 
shall  stand  approved  without  formal  ac- 
tion. 

7-6.  All  bills  providing  for  an 
appropriation  of  public  money  may  first 
be  considered  by  a  joint  committee  com- 
posed of  the  members  of  the  Senate  com- 
mittee on  finance  and  claims  and  the 
House  committee  on  appropriations,  and 
then  by  each  separately.  Meetings  of  the 
joint  committee  shall  be  held  upon  call 
of  the  chairman  of  the  House  committee 
on   appropriations  who  shall  be  chairman 
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^  Of  the  joint  committee. 

7-7.  The  chairman  of  each  committee 
has  general  control  and  direction  of  the 
hall  and  committee  room  of  the  committee 
over  which  he  presides,  subject  to  the 
control  of  the  presiding  officer  under 
Rule  1-3.  Except  as  provided  in  Joint 
Rule  7-6,  the  chairman  of  the  Senate 
committee  shall  be  chairman  of  all  joint 
comm  i  ttees. 

7-8.  If  either  house  requests  a 
conference  and  appoints  a  committee  for 
the  purpose  of  discussing  an  amendment 
on  whicti  the  Senate  and  the  House  of 
Representatives  cannot  agree,  the  other 
house  shall  appoint  a  committee  consist- 
ing of  the  same  number  of  members.  The 
time  and  place  of  all  conference  commit- 
tee meetings  shall  be  agreed  upon  by 
their  chairman  and  be  announced  from  the 
rostrum.  This  announcement  is  in  order 
at  any  time.  Failure  to  make  this 
announcement  shall  not  affect  the  valid- 
ity of  the  legislation.  The  conference 
committees,  having  conferred,  shall 
report  to  their  respective  houses  the 
result  of  their  conference.  A  conference 
committee  shall  confine  itself  to  the 
disputed  amendment. 
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If  either  house  requests  a  free 
conference  committee  and  the  other  house 
concurs,  appointments  will  be  made  the 
same  as  above.  A  free  conference  commit- 
tee may  discuss  a  bill  in  its  entirety 
and  is  not  confined  to  a  particular 
amendment. 

7-9.  In  Joint  committees  other  than 
conference  committees,  members  vote 
individually  and  not  by  houses.  Because 
conference  committees  are  joint  meetings 
of  separate  committees,  in  conference 
committees  the  committees  from  each 
house  vote  separately,  and  a  majority  of 
each  committee  must  agree  before  any  ac- 
tion may  be  taken, 

7-10.  Conference  committee  reports 
must  give  clerical  instructions  for 
enrolling  by  referring  to  the  reference 
b  i I  I  vers  ion. 

When  a  conference  committee  report 
is  filed  with  the  secretary  of  the 
Senate  or  chief  clerk  of  the  House  of 
Representatives,  the  same  shall  be  read 
under  Order  of  Business  No.  3,  select 
committees,  and  placed  on  the  calendar 
for  consideration  on  second  reading.  If 
recommended  favorably  by  the  Committee 
of  the  Whole,  it  may  be  considered   on 
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third  reading  the  same  legislative  day. 
On  the  final  legislative  day  a  confer- 
ence committee  report  shall  be  placed  on 
the  calendar  for  immediate  consideration 
on  second  reading  and  shall  be  further 
considered  on  third  reading  the  same 
legislative  day.  If  a  conference  com- 
mittee report  is  adopted  on  third 
reading  and  the  bill  i s  of  a  type  re- 
quiring more  than  a  majority  vote  for 
passage,  the  bill  shall  again  be  placed 
on  third  reading  in  each  house.  This 
third  reading  vote  must  be  used  to 
determine  if  the  required  number  of 
votes  has  been  cast. 

7-11.  Accredited  press  representa- 
tives may  not  be  excluded  from  any 
public  legislative  meeting  or  hearing 
and  may  not  be  prohibited  from  taking 
photographs,  televising,  or  recording 
the  committee  or  house  hearings,  subject 
to  the  discretion  of  the  presiding  offi- 
cer in  all  matters  of  decorum  and  order. 

7-12.  A  committee  block  scheduling 
system  will  be  impleniented  in  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives.  The  sched- 
ule will  be  coordinated  between  houses 
and  will  be  adjusted  according  to  the 
legislature's  work  load. 
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CHAPTER  8 
Ru  les  and  Journa I 

8-1.  Each  house  shall  keep  a  jour- 
nal of  its  proceedings  and  may,  in  its 
discretion,  from  time  to  time,  publish 
the  same,  and  the  ayes  and  noes  on  any 
question  shall,  at  the  request  of  any 
two  members,  be  entered  on  the  journal. 

8-2.  The  proceedings  of  each  house 
which  shall  be  entered  on  its  journal 
inc I ude: 

(1)  the  number  of  each  bill  when 
it  is  introduced  and  subsequently  con- 
s  idered;  .   a 

(2)  every  motion  and  the  name  of 
the  member  making  it; 

(3)  proposed  constitutional  amend- 
ments which  have  been  voted  for  by  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  (Montana  Constitu- 
tion, Art.  XIV,  Sec.  8); 

(^)      committee  reports; 

(5)  rol I  ca I  I  votes; 

(6)  messages  from  the  governor  and 
the  other  house; 
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(7)  an  entry  of  the  oath  taken  by 
the  members  (Sec.   5-2-21U,  MCA). 

The  title  of  each  bill  shall  be 
printed  in  the  index  of  the  permanent 
journa I s. 

8-3.  The  bills  and  journal  commit- 
tee of  each  house  shall  supply  the 
Legislative  Council  with  the  contents  of 
the  daily  journal  to  be  programmed  on 
automated  equipment,  examine  its  jour- 
nal, distribute  a  daily  journal  to  a  I  I 
legislators,  correct  any  errors,  and 
report  each  legislative  day  immediately 
after  ro  I  I  ca  I  I  . 

8-U.  The  journal  of  the  Senate  must 
be  authenticated  by  the  signature  of  the 
president,  and  the  journal  of  the  House 
of  Representatives,  by  the  signature  of 
the  speaker.  The  distribution  of  the 
completed  journals  shall  be  made  by  the 
Legislative  Council  (Sec,  5-11-201 
through  5-11-203,  MCA). 

8-5.  (1)  A  joint  rule  may  be 
repealed  or  amended  only  with  the  con- 
currence of  both  houses,  under  the 
procedures  adopted  by  each  house  for  the 
repeal  or  amendment  of  its  own  rules. 
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(2)  A  joint  rule  governing  the 
procedure  for  handling  bills  may  be 
temporarily  suspended  by  the  consent  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  of  either 
house,  insofar  as  it  applies  to  the 
house  suspending  it. 

(3)  Any  rules  committee  report 
recommending  a  change  in  joint  rules 
shall  be  referred  to  the  other  house  for 
concurrent  action.  Any  new  rule  or  any 
change  in  the  rules  of  either  house 
shall  be  transmitted  to  the  other  house 
for  informational  purposes. 

8-6.  Mason^s  Manual  of  Legislative 
Procedure  governs  the  proceedings  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
all  cases  not  covered  by  these  rules. 

8-7.  The  Legislative  Council  shall 
codify  and  publish  in  one  volume  the 
rules  of  the  Senate,  the  rules  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  and  the  joint 
rules  of  the. Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives. Upon  adoption,  the  secretary 
of  the  Senate  and  the  chief  clerk  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  shall  provide 
the  office  of  the  Legislative  Council 
with  one  copy  of  a  I  I  motions  or  resolu- 
tions amending  Senate,  House,   or  joint 
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rules,  and  with  copies  of  a  I  I  minutes 
and  reports  of  the  rules  committees. 
After  the  rules  have  been  published,  the 
Legislative  Council  shall  distribute 
copies  as  directed  by  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives. 

8-8.  Pursuant  to  the  authority 
established  in  Sections  5-11-211  through 
5-11-21U,  MCA,  the  following  fee  sched- 
ule is  established  for  the  legislative 
proceed  i  ngs: 

One  complete  set  of  the  proceedings 
of  any  regular  session,  $250;  an  addi- 
tional $150  is  required  for  mailing. 

One  complete  set  of  the  proceedings 
of  any  special  session,  $25.

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CHAPTER  9 
Voting  Procedure 

9-1.  Except  as  provided  in  Joint 
Rule  9-2,  every  member  present  when  a 
question  is  put  shall  vote  unless  the 
house  of  which  he  I s  a  member  excuses 
him. 

9-2.  A  member  who  has  a  personal  or 
private  interest  in  any  measure  or  bill 
proposed  or  pending  before  the  legis- 
lature shall  disclose  the  fact  to  the 
house  of  which  he  is  a  member. 

9-3.  Amendments  to  the  constitution 
may  be  proposed  by  any  member  of  the 
legislature.  If  adopted  by  an  affirma- 
tive roll  call  vote  of  two-thirds  of  a  I  I 
the  members  of  the  legislature,  the 
amendment  shall  be  deemed  approved  by 
the  legislature  (Montana  Constitution, 
Art.  XIV,  Sec.  8). 

9-U.  When  a  measure  requiring  the 
concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
is  under  consideration,  a  majority  vote 
is  sufficient  to  decide  any  question 
relating  to  the  measure  short  of  third 
read  i  ng . 

9-5.    A      roll      call      vote      shall      be 
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taken  on  the  request  of  two  members,  if 
the  request  occurs  before  the  vote  Is 
taken. 

9-6.  On  a  roll  call  vote  the  names 
of  the  members  shall  be  called  alphabet- 
ically, unless  an  electrical  voting  sys- 
tem is  used.  A  member  may  not  vote  or 
change  his  vote  after  the  decision  is 
announced  from  the  chair.  A  member  may 
not  explain  his  vote  until  after  the 
decision  is  announced  from  the  chair. 

9-7.  (1)  On  third  reading  the 
Question   shall   be   stated   as  follows: 

Senate  (or   House)   bill   number   

having  been  read  three  several  times, 
the  question  is,  shall  the  bill  pass  (or 
be  concurred  in)." 

(2)  If  an  electrical  voting  system 
Is  used,  the  bell  shall  be  rung  after 
the  question  Is  stated  and  then  the  pre- 
siding officer  shall  state  "Those  In 
favor  vote  yes  and  those  opposed  vote 
no."  After  a  reasonable  pause  the  pre- 
siding officer  asks  "Has  every  member 
voted?"  (reasonable  pause)  "Does  any 
member  wish  to  change  his  or  her  vote? 
(reasonable  pause)  "The  clerk  (secre- 
tary) will  now  record  the  vote." 
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9-8.  Two  members  may  pair  on  a  mea- 
sure that  will  be  determined  by  a  major- 
ity vote.  On  a  measure  requiring  a  two- 
thirds  vote  for  adoption  three  members 
may  pair,  with  two  members  for  the  mea- 
sure and  one  member  against.  Pairing  is 
permitted  only  when  one  of  the  paired 
members  is  excused  when  the  vote  is 
taken. 

9-9.  An  agreement  to  pair  must  be 
in  writing  and  dated  and  signed  by  the 
members  agreeing  to  be  bound,  and  must 
specify  the  duration  of  the  pair.  When 
an  agreement  to  pair  is  filed  with  the 
secretary  of  the  Senate  or  chief  clerk 
of  the  House  of  Representatives,  It 
shall  bind  the  members  signing  until  the 
expiration  of  time  for  which  it  was 
signed,  unless  the  paired  members  sooner 
appear  and  ask  that  the  agreement  be 
cance I  led . 

9-10.  Every  vote  of  each  member  of 
the  legislature  on  each  substantive 
question  In  the  legislature,  in  any  com- 
mittee, or  in  Committee  of  the  Whole 
shall  be  recorded  and  made  public.  On 
final  passage  of  any  bill  or  joint  reso- 
lution the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  ayes 
and  noes  and  the  names  entered  on  the 
journal.   Roll  call  votes  shall  be  taken 
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by  ayes  and  noes  and  the  names  entered 
on  the  journal  on  adopting  an  adverse 
committee  report  and  on  those  motions 
made  in  Committee  of  the  Whole  referred 
to  in  Joint  Rule  6-26(1) (a)  through  (d). 
A  ro I  I  ca I  I  vote  shall  be  taken  on  non- 
substantive questions  on  the  request  of 
two  members,  who  may  likewise  on  any 
vote,  request  that  the  ayes  and  noes  be 
spread  upon  the  journal.  Roll  call  votes 
and  other  votes  which  are  to  be  made 
public  but  are  not  specifically  required 
to  be  spread  upon  the  journal  shall  be 
entered  in  the  minutes  of  the  appropri- 
ate committee  or  of  the  appropriate 
house  and  a  copy  of  such  minutes  shall 
be  filed  with  the  Montana  state  histori- 
cal society  (Montana  Constitution,  Art. 
V,  Sec.  11(2)). 
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CHAPTER  10 
Consent  Ca lenda  r 

10-1.  Noncontrovers ia I  bills  and 
simple  and  joint  resolutions  qualifying 
for  the  consent  calendar  may  be  pro- 
cessed by  a  standing  committee  according 
to  the  following  provisions: 

(1)  To  be  eligible  for  the  consent 
calendar,  the  legislation  must  receive 
unanimous  vote  by  the  members  of  the 
standing  committee  in  attendance  (do 
pass,  do  pass  as  amended).  In  addition  a 
motion  must  be  made  and  passed  unani- 
mously to  place  the  legislation  on  the 
consent  calendar  and  this  action 
reflected  in  the  committee  report.  No 
appropriation  or  revenue  bills  may  be 
recommended  for  the  consent  calendar. 

(2)  The  legislation  is  then  sent 
to  printing  to  be  prepared  as  a  third 
reading  version  and  specifically  marked 
as  a  "consent  calendar"  item. 

(3)  Legislation  shall  be  immedi- 
ately posted  (as  soon  as  it  is  received 
from  printing)  on  the  consent  calendar 
and  must  remain  there  for  one  legis- 
lative day  before  consideration  under 
Order  of  Business  No.  11,  Special  Orders 
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of  the  Day.  At  that  time,  the  presiding 
officer  will  announce  consideration  of 
the  consent  calendar  and  allow  "reason- 
able time"  for  questions  and  answers 
upon  request.  No  debate  will  be  allowed. 

(^)  Any  three  members  may  submit 
written  objections  and  the  legislation 
must  then  be  removed  from  the  consent 
calendar  and  added  to  the  regular  second 
reading  board. 

(5)  Consent  calendar  legislation 
will  be  voted  on  following  third 
read Ing. 

(6)  Legislation  on  the  consent 
calendar  will  be  voted  on  Individually 
with  tfie  roll  call  vote  printed  In  the 
journal  as  the  final  vote  on  those  bills 
and  resolutions. 

(7)  Legislation  passed  on  the  con- 
sent calendar  will  then  be  transmitted 
to  the  second  house. 
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CHAPTER  11 
Statement  of  Legislative  Intent 

11-1.  Definition.  For  the  purpose 
of  compliance  with  the  Legislative  His- 
tory Act  (Title  5,  chapter  k,  part  4, 
MCA),  a  statement  of  legislative  Intent 
regarding  a  bill  will  express  the  common 
understanding  of  those  components  of  the 
legislature  voting  on  the  bill.  This 
statement  differs  from  a  purpose  clause, 
which  is  used  in  general  to  describe  the 
broad  overall  objectives  of  a  bill, 
while  a  statement  of  intent  is  used  to 
guide  the  details  of  Interpretation  by 
those  charged  with  implementation  of  the 
bill  and  is  phrased  in  terms  of  contin- 
gencies, examples,  or  other  matter 
inappropriate  for  expression  as  statu- 
tory language. 

11-2.  Limitation.  A  statement  of 
Intent  may  not  accompany  any  bill  that 
does  not  statutorily  require  one  unless 
a  committee  (standing  committee,  commit- 
tee of  the  whole  or  conference  commit- 
tee) agrees  by  a  two-thirds  vote  to 
attach  the  statement. 

11-3.  Statement  of  intent  to  ac- 
company bill  --  when  --  how.  A  statement 
shall  accompany  a  bill  as  follows: 
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(1)  Statements  of  intent  are  re- 
quired for  bills  delegating  rulemaking 
or  licensing  authority.  The  statement 
shall  be  entered  on  ALTER,  printed  on 
paper  of  the  same  color  and  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  bill,  and  shall  be 
attached  to  the  bill.  The  statement 
shall  be  printed  on  paper  of  the  same 
color  as  the  bill  and  attached  to  the 
bill  on  a  I  I  subsequent  printings  of  the 
bill. 

(2)  The  standing  committee  of  the 
house  in  which  the  bill  originates  is 
responsible  for  authoring  a  statement  of 
intent  for  a  bill  requiring  one. 

11-4.  Modification.  Any  committee 
subsequently  considering  the  bill  may 
amend  a  previous  statement.  The  state- 
ment of  Intent  will  be  reflected  in  the 
h  i  story  of  the  bill. 

11-5.  Conference  committee  on 
intent  only;  When  the  second  house  con- 
curs in  a  bill  without  amendments  but 
amends  or  supersedes  a  previous  state- 
ment of  intent,  the  bill  may  not  be 
enrolled  until  both  houses  have  agreed 
on  a  statement  of  intent.  If  the  state- 
ment is  attached  to  a  bill  that  does  not 
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statutorily  require  one,  the  conference 
committee  can  delete  the  statement  in 
I  ts  ent I rety. 


A  new  statement  of  intent  written 
by  the  second  house  will  be  processed  In 
the  same  manner  as  a  second  house  amend- 
ment. 

A  regular  conference  committee  may 
be  appointed  solely  to  resolve  differ- 
ences of  intent  if  the  second  house's 
statement   of  Intent  is  not  so  accepted. 
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CHAPTER  1 

Presiding  Officer  --  Decorum, 

Order,  and  Debate 

S1-1.  The  senate  shall  choose  a 
president  from  its  membership  who  shall 
be  the  presiding  officer.  In  case  of 
the  absence  or  disqualification  of  the 
president,  the  president  pro  tempore  of 
the  senate  shall  perform  the  duties  of 
the  president  until  the  vacancy  is 
filled  or  the  disability  removed. 

Sl-2.  The  senate  shall,  at  the 
beginning  of  each  regular  session,  and 
at  such  other  times  as  may  be  necessary, 
elect  one  of  its  members  president  pro 
tempore.  The  senate  shall  choose  its 
other  officers  and  shall  be  the  judge  of 
the  elections,  returns,  and  qualifica- 
tions or  its  members. 

S1-3.  The  president  and  president 
pro  tempore,  when  acting  as  presiding 
officer  of  the  senate,  shall  vote  as  any 
other  member  of  the  senate. 

S1~U.  The  president  may  name  a 
senator  to  perform  the  duties  of  the 
chair  when  the  president  pro  tempore  is 
not  present  in  the  senate  chamber.  The 
senator  who  is  so  named  is  vested  during 
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such  time  with  all  the  powers  of  the 
president,  but  he  does  not  lose  the 
right  to  vote  on  any  question  while  pre- 
s  i  d  i  ng . 

S1-5.  No  senator  shall  speak  more 
than  twice  on  any  one  motion  or  question 
without  unanimous  consent  of  the  senate, 
unless  he  has  introduced  or  proposed  the 
motion  or  question  under  debate,  in 
wfn'ch  case  he  may  speak  twice  and  also 
close  the  debate.  However,  a  senator 
who  has  spoken  shall  not  speak  again  on 
the  same  motion  or  question  to  the 
exclusion  of  a  senator  who  has  not 
spoken. 

S1-6.  On  order  of  business  No.  8 
(second  reading  of  bills),  in  addition 
to  other  methods  a  recorded  vote  may  be 
made  in  the  following  manner:  the  chair 
may  call  for  a  voice  vote  to  accept  or 
reject  a  question.  If  the  vote  is  other 
than  unanimous,  the  chair  may  ask  that 
the  lesser  number  on  the  question  indi- 
cate their  vote  by  standing.  The  secre- 
tary will  then  record  the  vote  of  those 
standing.  The  chair  may  then  rule  that 
unless  excused  those  not  standing  and 
present  have  voted  on  the  prevailing 
side  of  the  question  and  that  their  vote 
be  recorded  as  such.    If   there  was   a 
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unanimous  voice  vote,  all  those  present 
will  be  recorded  as  having  voted  for  the 
quest  i  on. 

S1-7.  Only  the  following  persons 
may  be  admitted  to  the  floor  of  the 
senate  during  sessions:  legislators, 
legislative  officers  and  employees  whose 
presence  Is  necessary  for  the  conduct  of 
the  business  of  the  session,  accredited 
members  of  the  press,  radio,  and  tele- 
vision, and  former  legislators.  The 
rules  committee  shall  be  allowed  to  make 
exceptions  for  visiting  dignitaries. 
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CHAPTER  ^ 
Order  of  Business 

S'4- 1  .  On  order  of  business  No.  2 
(reports  of  standing  committees),  no 
debate  shall  be  had  on  any  report  unless 
a  minority  report  or  a  report  without 
recommendation  has  been  submitted.  Any 
member  seeking  a  reconsideration  of  the 
senate's  action  on  the  adoption  of  a 
committee  report  shall  do  so  on  order  of 
business  No.  6  by  motion  to  reconsider. 
Any  member  may  make  such  motion  and  need 
not  have  voted  on  the  prevailing  side.

No  member  shall  speak  more 
than  once  on  the  same  question  without 
the  unanimous  consent  of  the  house, 
unless  he  has  proposed  or  introduced  the 
Immediately  pending  question,   in   which 
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case   he   may   speak   in  reply  after  all 
members  choosing  to  speak  have   spoken. 

H1-5.  If  the  motions  "do  pass"  and 
"do  not  pass"  or  "indefinitely  postpone" 
both  fail  on  Second  Reading,  a  motion  to 
reconsider  is  in  order  in  Committee  of 
the  Whole. 

H1-6.  Subject  to  Joint  Rules  1-2 
and  1-3,  the  following  persons  may  be 
admitted  to  the  floor  of  the  house 
during  sessions:  legislators;  legis- 
lative officers  and  employees  whose 
presence  is  necessary  for  the  conduct  of 
the  business  of  the  session;  legislative 
aides  and  interns;  accredited  members  of 
the  press,  radio,  and  television;  former 
legislators;  members'  spouses  and  their 
children;  and  guests  of  legislators.

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ARTICLE  II 
DECLARATION  OF  RIGHTS 


Section  1»  Popular  sovereignty. 
All  political  power  is  vested  In  and 
derived  from  the  people*  All  qovernment 
of  rlqht  originates  with  the  people*  is 
founded  upon  their  will  only*  and  is 
instituted  solely  for  the  good  of  the 
whol e* 

Section  2»  Self-government.  The 
people  have  the  exclusive  right  of  gov- 
erning themselves  as  a  free*  sovereign* 
and  Independent  state.  They  may  alter  or 
abolish  the  constitution  and  form  of 
government  whenever  they  deem  It  neces- 
sary. 

Section  3.  Inalienable  rights.  All 
persons  are  born  free  and  have  certain 
inalienable  rights.  They  include  the 
right  to  a  clean  and  healthful  environ- 
ment and  the. rights  of  pursuing  lifers 
basic  necessities*  enjoying  and  defend- 
ing their  lives  and  liberties*  acguir- 
Ing*  possessing  and  protecting  property* 
and  seeking  their  safety*  health  and 
happiness  in  all  lawful  ways.  In  enjoy- 
ing these  rights*  all  persons  recognize 
corresponding  responsibilities. 
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Section  4«  Individual  dignity*  The 
dignity  of  the  human  being  is  inviola- 
ble. No  person  shall  be  denied  the  equal 
protection  of  the  laws*  Neither  the 
state  nor  any  persont  firm»  corporation? 
or  institution  shall  discriminate 
against  any  person  in  the  exercise  of 
his  civil  or  political  rights  on  account 
of  race»  col  or t  sex*  culture?  social 
origin  or  condition*  or  political  or 
rel i  gious  i  deas« 

Section  5«  Freedom  of  religion* 
The  state  shall  make  no  law  respecting 
an  establishment  of  religion  or  prohib- 
iting the  free  exercise  thereof. 

Section  6.  Freedom  of  assembly. 
The  people  shall  have  the  right  peace- 
ably to  assemble?  petition  for  redress 
or  peaceably  protest  governmental  ac- 
tion. 

Section  7.  Freedom  of  speech? 
expression?  and  press.  No  law  shall  be 
passed  iiiipairing  the  freedom  of  speech 
or  expression.  Every  person  shall  be 
free  to  speak  or  publish  whatever  he 
will  on  any  subject?  being  responsible 
for  all  abuse  of  that  liberty.  In  all 
suits  and  prosecutions  for  libel  or 
slander  the  truth  thereof  may  be  given 
in  evidence;  and   the   jury?   under   the 
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direction  of  the  courtt  shall  determine 
the  law  and  the  facts. 

Section  8.  Riqht  of  participation. 
The  public  has  the  riqht  to  expect  qov- 
ernmental  aqencies  to  afford  such 
reasonable  opportunity  for  citizen 
participation  in  the  operation  of  the 
aqencies  prior  to  the  final  decision  as 
may  be  provided  by  law. 

Section  9.  Riqht  to  Icnow.  No 
person  shall  be  deprived  of  the  riqht  to 
examine  documents  or  to  observe  the 
deliberations  of  all  public  bodies  or 
aqencies  of  state  qovernment  and  its 
subdi vi sionSf  except  in  cases  in  which 
the  demand  of  individual  privacy  clearly 
exceeds  the  merits  of  public  disclosure. 


Section  10.  Riqht  of  privacy.  The 
riqht  of  individual  privacy  is  essential 
to  the  well -be I nq  of  a  free  society  and 
shall  not  be  Infringed  without  the  show- 
ing of  a  compel linq  state  interest. 

Section  II.  Searches  and  seizures. 
The  people  shall  be  secure  in  their  per- 
sons t  papers «  homes  and  effects  from 
unreasonable  searches  and  seizures.  No 
warrant  to  search  any  place*  or  seize 
any  person  or  thinq  shall  issue  without 
describinq  the  place  to  be   searched   or 
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the  person  or  thing  to  be  seizedy  or 
without  probable  causet  supported  by 
oath   or  affirmation  reduced  to  writing* 


Section  IZm  Right  to  bear  arms* 
The  right  of  any  person  to  keep  or  bear 
arms  in  defense  of  his  own  home?  person* 
and  property*  or  in  aid  of  the  civil 
power  when  thereto  legally  summonedv 
shall  not  be  called  in  guest  Ion*  but 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  held 
to  permit  the  carrying  of  concealed

Section  13*  Right  of  suffrage*  All 
elections  shall  be  free  and  open*  and  no 
power*  civil  or  military*  shall  at  any 
time  Interfere  to  prevent  the  free  exer- 
cise of  the  right  of  suffrage. 

Section  14*  Adult  rights.  A  person 
18  years  of  age  or  older  Is  an  adult  for 
all  purposes*  except  that  the  legis- 
lature or  the  people  by  Initiative  may 
establish  an  age  of  not  more  than  19  as 
the  legal  age  for  consuming  or  possess- 
ing alcoholic  beverages. 

Section  15*  Rights  of  persons  not 
adults*  The  rights  of  persons  under  18 
years  of  age  shall  Include*  but  not  be 
limited  to*  all  the  fundamental  rights 
of  this  Article  unless  specifically  pre- 
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eluded  by  laws  which  enhance  the  protec- 
tion of  such  persons. 

Section  16*  The  administration  of 
justice*  Courts  of  justice  shall  be  open 
to  every  person?  and  speedy  remedy 
afforded  for  every  injury  of  person? 
property?  or  character*  No  person  shall

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ARTICLE  III 

GENERAL  GOVERNMENT 


Section  !•  Separation  of  powers. 
The  power  of  the  government  of  this 
state  is  divided  into  three  distinct 
branches — legl si ati vet  executivet  and 
Judicial*  No  person  or  persons  charged 
with  the  exorcise  of  power  properly 
belonging  to  one  branch  shall  exercise 
any  pov.er  properly  belonging  to  either 
of  the  other St  except  as  in  this  consti- 
tution  expressly  directed  or  permitted* 


Section  2*  Continuity  of  govern- 
ment* The  seat  of  government  shall  be  in 
Helena*  except  during  periods  of  emer- 
gency resulting  from  disasters  or  enemy 
attack*  The  legislature  may  enact  laws 
to  insure  the  continuity  of  government 
during  a  period  of  emergency  without 
regard  for  other  provisions  of  the  con- 
stitution* They  shall  be  effective  only 
during  tf>e  period  of  emergt:ncy  that 
affects  a  particular  office  or  govern- 
mental operation* 

Section  3*  Cath  of  office*  Members 
of  the  legislature  and  all  executive* 
ministerial  and  judicial  officerst  shall 
take  and  subscribe  the  following  oath  or 
af  r"i  rmationt   before  they  enter  upon  the 
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duties  of  their  offices:  "I  do  solemnly 
swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  support* 
protect  and  defend  the  constitution  of 
the  United  States*  and  the  constitution 
of  the  state  of  »1ontanat  and  that  I  will 
discharge  the  duties  of  my  office  with 
fidelity  (so  help  me  God)«»«  No  other 
oath*  declaration*  or  test  shall  be  re- 
quired as  a  qualification  for  any  office 
or  publ i  c  trust. 

Section  ^«  Initiative.  (I)  The 
people  may  enact  laws  by  initiative  on 
all  matters  except  appropriations  of 
money  and  local  or  special  laws. 

(2)  Initiative  petitions  must  con- 
tain the  full  text  of  the  proposed  mea- 
sure* shall  be  siqned  by  at  least  five 
percent  of  the  qualified  electors  in 
each  of  at  least  one-third  of  the  legis- 
lative representative  districts  and  the 
total  number  of  signers  must  be  at  least 
five  percent  of  the  total  qualified 
electors  of  the  state.  Petitions  shall 
be  filed  with  the  secretary  of  state  at 
least  three  months  prior  to  the  election 
at  which  the  measure  will  be  voted  upon. 

(3)  The  sufficiency  of  the  initia- 
tive petition  shall  not  be  questioned 
after  the  election  Is  held. 
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Section  r«  Referendum.  (I)  The 
people  may  appro^/e  or  r'^ject  by  refer- 
endum any  act  of  tho  leaislature  except 
an  appropriation  of  fnon<^iy«  A  referendum 
shall  be  hel  J  either  'jpon  order  by  the 
legislature  or  upon  pc?tition  si  jned  by 
at  least  five  percent  of  the  qualified 
electors  in  each  of  at  le^st  one-third 
of  the  logislaLive  representative  dis- 
tricts^  TLe  total  number  of  signers  must 
be  at  least  five  percent  of  the  quali- 
fied electors  of  the  state*  A  referendum 
petition  shall  be  filed  with  the  secre- 
tary of  state  no  later  than  six  months 
after  adjournment  of  the  legislature 
which  passed  the  act. 

(2)  An  act  referred  to  the  people 
is  in  effect  untiJ  suspended  by  peti- 
tions signed  by  at  least  15  percent  of 
the  qualified  electors  in  a  majority  of 
the  legislative  representative  dis- 
tricts. If  so  suspended  the  act  shall 
become  operative  only  after  it  is 
approved  at  an  election»  the  result  of 
which  has  been  determined  and  declared 
as  provided  by  law. 

Section  6.  Elections.  The  people 
shall  vote  on  initiative  and  referendum 
measures  at  the  general  election  unless 
the  legislature  orders  a  special  elec- 
tion. 
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Section  !•  Number  of  electors.  The 
number  of  qualified  electors  required  in 
each  legislative  representative  district 
and  in  the  state  shall  be  determined  by 
the  number  of  votes  cast  for  the  office 
of  governor  in  the  preceding  general 
election. 

Section  8,  Prohibition,  The  provi- 
sions of  this  Article  do  not  apply  to 
CONSTITUTIONAL   REVISION,   Article   XIV. 

Section  9.  Gambling.  All  forms  of 
gambllngt  lotteries,  and  gift  enter- 
prises are  prohibited  unless  authorized 
by  acts  of  the  legislature  or  by  the 
people  through  initiative  or  referendum. 
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ARTICLE  IV 
SUFFRAGE  AND  ELECTIONS 


Section  !•   Ballot.   All   elections 
by  the  people  shall  be  by  secret  ballot* 


Section  2*  Qualified  elector.  Any 
citizen  of  the  United  States  18  years  of 
age  or  older  who  meets  the  registration 
and  residence  requirements  provided  by 
law  is  a  qualified  elector  unless  he  is 
serving  a  sentence  for  a  felony  in  a 
penal  institution  or  i s  of  unsound  mtndv 
as  determined  by  a  court. 

Section  3.  Elections.  The  legis- 
lature shall  provide  by  law  the  require- 
ments for  residence*  registration*  ab- 
sentee voting*  and  administration  of 
elections.  It  may  provide  for  a  system 
of  poll  booth  registration*  and  shall 
insure  the  purity  of  elections  and  guard 
against  abuses  of  the  electoral  process. 


Section  A.  Eligibility  for  public 
office.  Any  qualified  elector  is  eligi- 
ble to  any  public  office  except  as 
otherwise  provided  in  this  constitution. 
The  legislature  may  provide  additional 
qualifications  but  no  person  convicted 
of  a  felony  shall  be  eligible  to  hold 
office  until  his   final   discharge   from 
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state  supervision* 

Section  5«  Result  of  elections*  In 
all  elections  held  by  the  peopley  the 
person  or  persons  receiving  the  largest 
number    of    votes   shall   be   declared 

elected* 

Section  6«  Privilege  from  arrest* 
A  qualified  elector  is  privileged  from 
arrest  at  polling  places  and  In  going  to 
and  returning  therefrom*  unless  appre- 
hended in  the  commission  of  a  felony  or 
a  breach  of  the  peace* 
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ARTICLE  V 
THE  LEGISLATURE 


Section  !•  Power  and  structure. 
The  legislative  power  is  vested  in  a 
legislature  consisting  of  a  senate  and  a 
house  of  representatives.  The  people 
reserve  to  themselvfis  the  powers  of  ini- 
tiative and  referendum. 

Section  2.  Size.  The  size  of  the 
legislature  shall  be  provided  by  1  awt 
but  the  senate  shall  not  have  more  than 
50  or  fewer  than  40  members  and  the 
house  shall  not  have  more  than  100  or 
fewer  than  80  members. 

Section  3.  Election  and  terms.  A 
member  of  the  house  of  representatives 
shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  two  years 
and  a  member  of  the  senate  for  a  term  of 
four  years  each  to  begin  on  a  date  pro- 
vided by  law.  One-half  of  the  senators 
shall  be  elected  every  two  years. 

Section  4.  Qualifications.  A  can- 
didate for  the  legislature  shall  be  a 
resident  of  the  state  for  at  least  one 
year  next  preceding  the  general  elec- 
tion. For  six  months  next  preceding  the 
general  election*  he  shall  be  a  resident 
of  the  county  if  it  contains  one  or  more 
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districts  or  of  the  district  If  It  con- 
tains all  or  parts  of  more  than  one 
county. 

Section  5.  Compensation*  Each 
member  of  the  legislature  shall  receive 
compensation  for  his  services  and  allow- 
ances provided  by  law«  No  legislature 
may  fix  its  own  compensation* 

Section  6*  Sessions*  The  legis- 
lature shall  meet  each  odd-numbered  year 
In  regular  session  of  not  more  than  90 
legislative  days*  Any  legislature  may 
increase  the  limit  on  the  length  of  any 
subseguent  session*  The  legislature  may 
be  convened  in  special  sessions  by  the 
governor  or  at  the  written  reguest  of  a 
majority  of  the  members* 

Section  7*  Vacancies*  A  vacancy  in 
the  legislature  shall  be  filled  by  spe- 
cial election  for  the  unexpired  term 
unless  otherwise  provided  by  law* 

Section  8*  Immunity*  A  member  of 
the  legislature  Is  privileged  from 
arrest  during  attendance  at  sessions  of 
the  legislature  and  in  going  to  and 
returning  therefromt  unless  apprehended 
In  the  commission  of  a  felony  or  a 
breach  of  the  peace*  He  shall  not  be 
guestloned  in  any  other   place   for   any 
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speech  or  debate  in  the  legislature* 

Section  9»  Disqualification*  No 
meniber  of  the  legislature  shallt  during 
the  torm  for  which  he  shall  have  been 
electedf  be  appointed  to  any  civil 
office  under  the  state;  and  no  member  of 
congressf  or  other  person  holding  an 
office  (except  notary  publicv  or  the 
militia)  under  the  United  States  or  this 
statev  shall  be  a  member  of  the  legis- 
lature during  his  continuance  in  office* 


Section  10*  Organization  and 
procedure*  (1)  Each  house  shall  judge 
the  election  and  qualifications  of  its 
members*  It  may  by  law  vest  in  the 
courts  the  power  to  t.ry  and  determine 
contested  elections*  Each  house  shall 
choose  its  officers  from  among  its  mem- 
bers* keep  a  journal t  and  make  rules  for 
its  proceedings*  Each  house  may  expel  or 
punish  a  member  for  good  cause  shown 
with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of 
all  its  members* 

(2)  A  majority  of  each  house  con- 
stitutes a  quorum*  A  smaller  nusnber  may 
adjourn  from  day  to  oay  and  compel 
attendance  of  absent  members* 

(3)  The  sessions  of  thcr  legis- 
lature  and   of   the   committee   of   the 
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wholey  all  committee  meetinqst   and   all 
hearings  shall  be  open  to  the  public* 

(4)  The  legislature  may  establish 
a  legislative  council  and  other  Interim 
committees.  The  legislature  shall'  estab- 
lish a  legislative  post-audit  committee 
which  shall  supervise  post-auditing 
duties  provided  by  law* 

(5)  Neither  house  shal 1 t  without 
the  consent  of  the  othert  ad fourn  or 
recess  for  more  than  three  days  or  to 
any  place  other  than  that  in  which  the 
two  houses  are    sitting* 

Section  II*  Bills.  (1)  A  law 
shall  be  passed  by  bill  which  shall  not 
be  so  altered  or  amended  on  its  passage 
through  the  legislature  as  to  change  Its 
original  purpose*  No  bill  shall  become 
law  except  by  a  vote  of  the  majority  of 
all  members  present  and  voting* 

(2)  Every  vote  of  each  member  of 
the  legislature  on  each  substantive 
guestion  In  the  legislature^  in  any  corn- 
mi  tteev  or  In  committee  of  the  whole 
shall  be  recorded  and  made  public*  On 
final  passaget  the  vote  shall  be  taken 
by  ayes  and  noes  and  the  names  entered 
on  the  journal  * 
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(3)  Each  billf  except  general 
appropriation  bills  and  bills  for  the 
codification  and  general  revision  of  the 
lawst  shall  contain  only  one  subject* 
clearly  expressed  in  its  title.  If  any 
subject  is  embraced  in  any  act  and  is 
not  expressed  in  the  title*  only  so  much 
of  the  act  not  so  expressed  is  void* 

(4)  A  general  appropriation  bill 
shall  contain  only  appropriations  for 
the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  legis- 
Idtivet  exGcutivet  and  judicial 
branches*  for  interest  on  the  public 
debtf  and  for  public  schools.  Every 
other  appropriation  shall  be  made  by  a 
separate  bill*  containing  but  one  sub- 
ject. 

(5)  No  appropriation  shall  be  made 
for  religious*  charitable*  industrial* 
educational*  or  benevolent  purposes  to 
any  private  individual*  private  associa- 
tion* or  private  corporation  not  under 
control  of  the  state. 

(6)  A  1  aw  may  be  challenged  on  the 
ground  of  noncompliance  with  this 
section  only  within  two  years  after  its 
effective  date. 

Section  12.  Local  and  special 
legislation.   The   legislature  shall  not 
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pass  a  special  or  local  act  when  a   gen- 
eral act  isf  or  can  be  madet  applicable* 


Section  13*  Impeachment*  (1)  The 
governor »  executive  officerst  heads  of 
state  departmentSf  judicial  officers* 
and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  pro- 
vided  by  law  are  subject  to  impeachment* 
and  upon  conviction  shall  be  removed 
from  office.  Other  proceedings  for 
removal  from  public  office  for  cause  may 
be  provided  by  law* 

(2)  The  legislature  shall  provide 
for  the  mannert  procedure*  and  causes 
for  impeachment  and  may  select  the 
senate  as  tribunal* 

(3)  Impeachment  shall  be  brought 
only  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  house* 
The  tribunal  hearing  the  charges  shall 
convict  only  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  or 
more  of  its  members* 

(4)  Conviction  shall  extend  only 
to  removal  from  office*  but  the  party* 
whether  convicted  or  acguittedt  shall 
also  be  liable  to  prosecution  according 
to  law* 

Section  14*  Districting  and  appor- 
tionment* (1)  The  state  shall  be 
divided   into  as  many  districts  as  there 
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are  members  of  the  houset  and  each  dis- 
trict shall  elect  one  representative. 
£ach  senate  district  shall  be  composed 
of  two  adjoining  house  districtst  and 
shall  elect  one  senator*  i?ach  district 
shall  consist  of  compact  and  contiguous 
territory.  All  districts  shall  be  as 
nearly  equal  in  population  as  is  practi- 
cabl e« 

(2)  In  the  legislative  session 
following  ratification  of  this  constitu- 
tion and  thereafter  in  each  session  pre- 
ceding each  federal  population  censust  a 
commission  of  five  citizens*  none  of 
whom  may  be  public  officialst  shall  be 
selected  to  prepare  a  plan  for  redis- 
tricting  and  reapportioning  the  state 
into  legislative  and  congressional  dis- 
tricts* The  majority  and  minority 
leaders  of  each  house  shall  each  desig- 
nate one  commissioner.  Within  ?0  days 
after  their  designationt  the  four  com- 
missioners shall  select  the  fifth 
member t  who  shall  serve  as  chairman  of 
the  commission*  If  the  four  members  fail 
to  select  the  fifth  member  within  the 
time  prescribed*  a  majority  of  the 
supreme  court  shall  select  him* 

(3)  The  commission  shall  submit 
its  plan  to  the  legislature  at  the  first 
regular  session  after  its  appointment  or 
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after  the  census  flqures  are  available* 
Within  30  days  after  submissiont  the 
legislature  shall  return  the  plan  to  the 
commission  with  Its  recommendations* 
Within  30  days  thereaftert  the  commis- 
sion shall  file  its  final  plan  with  the 
secretary  of  state  and  it  shall  become 
law*  The  commission  is   then   dissolved* 
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ARTICLE  VI 
THE  EXECUTIVE 


Section  1.  Officers.  (1)  The

Election*  (1)  The  gov- 
ernor* lieutenant  governor*  secretary  of 
state*  attorney  general*  superintendent 
of  public  instruction*  and  auditor  shall 
be  elected  by  the  guallfied  electors  at 
a  general  election  provided  by  law* 

(2)  Each  candidate  for  governor 
shall  file  iolntly  with  a  candidate  for 
lieutenant  governor  in  primary  elec- 
tions* or  so  otherwise  comply  with   nora- 
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ination  procedures  provided  by  law  that 
the  offices  of  qovernor  and  lieutenant 
governor  are  voted  upon  together  In  pri- 
mary and  general  elections* 

Section  3,  Qualifications.  (1)  No 
person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office 
of  governort  lieutenant  governor t  secre- 
tary of  state?  attorney  general v  super- 
intendent of  public  instruction?  or 
auditor  unless  he  is  25  years  of  age  or 
older  at  the  time  of  his  election.  In 
addition*  each  shall  be  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States  who  has  resided  within  the 
state  two  years  next  preceding  his  elec- 
tion* 

(2)  Any  person  with  the  foregoing 
gual I f icat ions  Is  eligible  to  the  office 
of  attorney  general  If  an  attorney  in 
good  standing  admitted  to  practice  law 
in  Montana  who  has  engaged  In  the  active 
practice  thereof  for  at  least  five  years 
before  election* 

(3)  The  superintendent  of  public 
instruction  shall  have  such  educational 
gual i f icat ions   as   are  provided  by  law* 


Section  4*  Duties*  (1)  The  execu- 
tive power  is  vested  In  the  governor  who 
shall  see  that  the  laws  are  faithfully 
executed*    He   shall   have   such   other 
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duties  as  are    provided  in  this  constitu- 
tion and  by  law* 

(2)  The  lieutenant  governor  shall 
perform  the  duties  provided  by  law  and 
those  delegated  to  him  by  the  governor • 
No  power  specifically  vested  in  the  gov- 
ernor by  this  constitution  may  be  dele- 
gated to  the  lieutenant  governor* 

(3)  The  secretary  of  state  shall 
maintain  official  records  of  the  execu- 
tive branch  and  of  the  acts  of  the 
legislature^  as  provided  by  law.  He 
shall  keep  the  great  seal  of  the  state 
of  Montana  and  perform  any  other  duties 
provided  by  law* 

(4)  The  attorney  general  is  the 
legal  officer  of  the  state  and  shall 
have  the  duties  and  powers  provided  by 
1  aw* 

(5)  The  superintendent  of  public 
instruction  and  the  auditor  shall  have 
such  duties  as  are  provided  by  law* 

Section  5«   Compensation* 
(1)   Officers   of   the   executive  branch 
shall  receive  salaries  provided  by   law* 

(2)  During  his  termt  no  elected 
officer  of  the  executive  branch  may  hold 
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another  public  office  or  receive  compen- 
sation for  services  from  any  other  qov- 
ernraental  agency.  He  may  be  a  candidate 
for  any  public  office  during   his   term. 


Section  6»  Vacancy  in  office. 
(I)  If  the  office  of  lieutenant  gover- 
nor becomes  vacant  by  his  succession  to 
the  office  of  governor?  or  by  his  deatht 
resignationy  or  disability  as  determined 
by  law?  the  governor  shall  appoint  a 
gualified  person  to  serve  In  that  office 
for  the  remainder  of  the  term.  If  both 
the  elected  governor  and  the  elected 
lieutenant  governor  become  unable  to 
serve  in  the  office  of  governor?  succes- 
sion to  the  respective  offices  shall  be 
as  provided  by  law  for  the  period  until 
the  next  general  election*  Then?  a  gov- 
ernor and  lieutenant  governor  shall  be 
elected  to  fill  the  remainder  of  the 
original  term. 

(2)  If  the  office  of  secretary  of 
state?  attorney  general?  auditor?  or 
superintendent  of  public  instruction 
becomes  vacant  by  death?  resignation?  or 
disability  as  determined  by  law?  the 
governor  shall  appoint  a  gualified 
person  to  serve  in  that  office  until  the 
next  general  election  and  until  a  suc- 
cessor is  elected  and  gualified.  The 
person  elected  to  fill  a   vacancy   shall 
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hold  the  office  until  the  expiration  of 
the  terrti  for  which  his  predecessor  was 
elected. 

Section  ?•  20  departments.  All 
executive  and  administrative  offices^ 
boards?  bureaus?  commi ss ionst  agencies 
and  instrumentalities  of  the  executive 
branch  (except  for  the  office  of  gover- 
nor* lieutenant  governor*  secretary  of 
statet  attorney  general?  superintendent 
of  publ ic  instruction?  and  auditor)  and 
their  respective  functions?  powers?  and 
duties?  shall  be  allocated  by  law  among 
not  more  than  20  principal  departments 
so  as  to  provide  an  orderly  arrangement 
in  the  administrative  organization  of 
state  government.  Temporary  commissions 
may  be  established  by  law  and  need  not 
be  allocated  within  a  department. 

Section  8.  Appointing  power. 
(1)  The  departments  provided  for  in 
section  7  shall  be  under  the  supervision 
of  the  governor.  Except  as  otherwise 
provided  in  this  constitution  or  by  law? 
each  department  shall  be  headed  by  a 
single  executive  appointed  by  the  gover- 
nor subject  to  confirmation  by  the 
senate  to  hold  office  until  the  end  of 
the  gov£rnor*s  term  unless  sooner 
removed  by  the  governor.

Section  10.  Veto  power.  (1)  Each 
bill  passed  by  the  legislaturev  except 
bills  proposing  amendments  to  the  Mon- 
tana constitution*  bills  ratifying  pro- 
posed amendments  to  the  United  States 
const! tuti ont  resolutions*  and  Initia- 
tive and  referendum  measurest  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  governor  for  his  signa- 
ture. If  he  does  not  sign  or  veto  the 
bill  within  five  days  after  its  delivery 
to  him  if  the  legislature  is  in  session 
or  within  25  days  if  the  legislature  Is 
adjournedf  it  shall  become  law*  The  gov- 
ernor shall  return  a  vetoed  bill  to  the 
legislature  with  a  statement  of  his 
reasons  therefor* 

(2)  The  governor  may  return  any 
bill  to  the  legislature  with  his  recom- 
mendation for  amendment.  If  the  legis- 
lature passes  the  bill  in  accordance 
with  the  governor's  recomroendat ion*  it 
shall  again  return  the  bill  to  the  gov- 
ernor for  his  reconsideration.  The  gov- 
ernor shall  not  return  a  bill  for  amend- 
ment a  second  time. 

(3)  If  after  receipt  of  a  veto 
message*  two-thirds  of  the  members  of

Section  12*  Pardons*  The  governor 
may  grant  reprieves*  commutations  and 
pardons*   restore   citizenship*  and  sus- 
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pend  and   remit   fines   and   forfeitures 
subject   to  procedures  provided  by  law. 


Section  13.  Militia.  (1)  The  gov- 
ernor is  commander-in-chief  of  the  mili- 
tia forces  of  the  state»  except  when 
they  are  in  the  actual  service  of  the 
United  States.  He  may  call  out  any  part 
or  all  of  the  forces  to  aid  in  the 
execution  of  the  lawst  suppress  insur— 
rectiont  repel  invasion?  or  protect  life 
and  property  in  natural  disasters. 

(2)  The  militia  forces  shall  con- 
sist of  all  able-bodied  citizens  of  the 
state  except  those  exempted  by  law. 

Section  14.  Succession.  (1)  If 
the  governor-elect  is  disqualified  or 
diesf  the  lieutenant  governor-elect  upon 
qualifying  for  the  office  shall  become 
governor  for  the  full  term.  If  the  gov- 
ernor-elect fails  to  assume  office  for 
any  other  reason*  the  lieutenant  gover- 
nor-elect upon  qualifying  as  such  shall 
serve  as  acting  governor  until  the  gov- 
ernor-elect is  able  to  assume  office?  or 
until  the  office?  becomes  vacant. 

(2)  The  lieutenant  governor  shall 
serve  as  acting  governor  when  so 
requested  in  writing  by  the  governor. 
After   the  governor  has  been  absent  from 
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the  state  for  more  than  45  consecutive 
days9  the  lieutenant  qovernor  shall 
serve  as  acting  governor. 

(3)  He  shall  serve  as  acting  gov- 
ernor when  the  qovernor  is  so  disabled 
as  to  be  unable  to  communicate  to  the 
lieutenant  qovernor  the  fact  of  his 
inability  to  perform  the  duties  of  his 
office.  The  lieutenant  governor  shall 
continue  to  serve  as  acting  governor 
until  the  governor  is  able  to  resume  the 
duties  of  his  office. 

(4)  Whenever*  at  any  other  timet 
the  lieutenant  governor  and  attorney 
general  transmit  to  the  legislature 
their  written  declaration  that  the  gov- 
ernor is  unable  to  discharge  the  powers 
and  duties  of  his  office*  the  legis- 
lature shall  convene  to  determine 
whether  he  is  able  to  do  so. 

(5)  If  the  legislature*  within  21 
days  after  convening?  determines  by  two- 
thirds  vote  of  its  members  that  the  gov- 
ernor is  unable  to  discharge  the  powers 
and  duties  of  his  office?  the  lieutenant 
governor  shall  serve  as  acting  governor.

(1)  The  governor  may  require 
information  in  writing*  under  oath  when 
required*  from  the  officers  of  the 
executive  branch  upon  any  subject  relat- 
ing to  the  duties  of  their  respective 
off i  ces. 

(2)   He  may  require  information   In 
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writinqv   under   oatht  from  all  officers 
and  managers  of  state  institutions. 

(3)  He  may  appoint  a  committee  to 
investigate  and  report  to  him  upon  the 
condition  of  any  executive  office  or 
state  Institution.

It  shall  fund  and  distribute 
in  an  equitable  manner  to  the  school 
districts  the  state's  share  of  the  cost 
of  the  basic  elementary  and  secondary 
school  system. 

Section  2.  Public  school  fund.  The 
public  school  fund  of  the  state  shall 
consist  of:  (1)  Proceeds  from  the  school 
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lands  which  have  been  or   may   hereafter 
be  granted  by  the  United  States? 

(2)  Lands  granted  in  I ieu  thereof* 

(3)  Lands  given  or  granted  by  any 
person  or  corporation  under  any  law  or 
grant  of  the  United  Statest 

(4)  All  other  grants  of  land  or 
money  made  from  the  United  States  for 
general  educational  purposes  or  without 
special  purpose* 

(5)  All  interests  in  estates  that 
escheat  to  the  state* 

(6)  All  unclaimed  shares  and  divi- 
dends of  any  corporation  incorporated  in 
the  state* 

(7)  All  other  grants*  gifts* 
devises  or  bequests  made  to  the  state 
for  general  educational  purposes* 

S»5Ction  3.  Public  school  fund 
inviolate*  The  public  school  fund  shall 
forever  remain  inviolate*  guaranteed  by 
the  state  against  loss  or  diversion* 

Section  4*  Board  of  land  commis- 
sioners* The  governor*  superintendent  of 
public   instruction*   auditor*  secretary 
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of  state»  and  attorney  general  consti- 
tute the  board  of  land  comnii  ss  toners*  It 
has  the  authority  to  direct*  control t 
leaset  exchanqet  and  sell  school  lands 
and  lands  which  have  been  or  may  be 
granted  for  the  support  and  benefit  of 
the  various  state  educational  insti- 
tutionst  under  such  regulations  and  re- 
strictions  as   may   be  provided  by  law» 

Section  5.  Public  school  fund  rev-

Section  ?•  Non-discrimination  in 
education*  No  religious  or  partisan  test 
or  qualification  shall  be  required  of 
any  teacher  or  student  as  a  condition  of 
admission  into  any  public  educational 
institution*  Attendance  shall  not  be  re- 
quired at  any  religious  service*  No 
sectarian  tenets  shall  be  advocated  in 
any  public  educational  Institution  of 
the  state*  No  person  shall  be  refused 
admission  to  any  public  educational 
institution  on  account  of  sex*  race* 
creed*  religion*  political  beliefs*  or 
national  origin* 

Section  8*   School         district 
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trustees.  The  supervision  and  control  of 
schools  in  each  school  district  shall  be 
vested  in  a  board  of  trustees  to  be 
elected  as  provided  by  law* 

Section  9.  Boards  of  education* 
(1)  There  Is  a  state  board  of  education 
composed  of  the  board  of  regents  of 
higher  education  and  the  board  of  public 
education.  It  is  responsible  for  long- 
range  planning»  and  for  coordinating  and 
evaluating  policies  and  programs  for  the 
state's  educational  systems.  It  shall 
submit  unified  budget  reguests.  A  tie 
vote  at  any  meeting  may  be  brolcen  by  the 
governor?  who  i s  an  ex  officio  member  of 
each  component  board. 

(2)  (a)  The  government  and  control 
of  the  Montana  university  system  is 
vested  in  a  board  of  regents  of  higher 
education  which  shall  have  full  power* 
responsibility*  and  authority  to  super- 
vise* coordinate*  manage  and  control  the 
Montana  university  system  and  shall 
supervise  and  coordinate  other  public 
educational  institutions  assigned  by 
law.

(3)  (a)  There  is  a  board  of  public 
education  to  exercise  general  super- 
vision over  the  public  school  system  and 
such  other  publ ic  educational  insti- 
tutions as  may  be  assigned  by  law*  Other 
duties  of  the  board  shall  be  provided  by 
law* 

(b)  The  board  consists  of  seven 
members  appointed  by  the  governor t  and 
confirmed  by  the  senatet  to  overlapping 
terms  as  provided  by  law.  The  governor^ 
commissioner  of  higher  education  and 
state  superintendent  of  public  instruc- 
tion shall  be  ex  officio  non-voting  mem- 
bers of  the  board* 

Section  10*  State  university 
funds*  The  funds  of  the  Montana  univer- 
sity  system   and   of   all   other   state 
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institutions  of  learning*  from  whatever 
source  accruinqv  shall  forever  remain 
inviolate  and  sacred  to  the  purpose  for 
which  they  were  dedicated*  The  various 
funds  shall  be  respectively  invested 
under  such  regulations  as  may  be  pro- 
vided by  lawt  and  shall  be  guaranteed  by 
the  state  against  loss  or  diversion*  The 
interest  from  such  invested  funds* 
together  with  the  rent  from  leased  lands 
or  properties*  shall  be  devoted  to  the 
maintenance  and  perpetuation  of  the 
respective  institutions* 

Section  11*  Public  land  trust* 
disposition*  (1)  All  lands  of  the  state 
that  have  been  or  may  be  granted  by  con- 
gress* or  acgui red  by  gift  or  grant  or 
devise  from  any  person  or  corporation* 
shall  be  public  lands  of  the  state*  They 
shall  be  held  in  trust  for  the  people* 
to  be  disposed  of  as  hereafter  provided* 
for  the  respective  purposes  for  which 
they  have  been  or  may  be  granted* 
donated  or  devised* 

(2)  No  such  land  or  any  estate   or 

Interest  therein  shall  ever  be  disposed 

of  except  In  pursuance  of   general   laws 

providing  for  such  disposition*  or  until 

the  full  market  value  of  the  estate  or 
interest  disposed  of*  to  be   ascertained 

in   such  manner   as   may  be  provided  by 
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lawt  has  been  paid  or  safely  secured   to 
the  state. 

(3)  No  land  which  the  state  holds 
by  grant  from  the  United  States  which 
prescribes  the  manner  of  disposal  and 
minimum  price  shall  be  disposed  of 
except  in  the  manner  and  for  at  least 
the  price  prescribed  without  the  consent 
of  the  United  States. 

(4)  All  public  land  shall  be  clas- 
sified by  the  board  of  land  commission- 
ers in  a  manner  provided  by  law.  Any 
public  land  may  be  exchanged  for  other 
landt  public  or  private^  which  is  equal 
in  value  and*  as  closely  as  possible* 
equal  in  area. 
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ARTICLE  XI 
LOCAL  GOVERNMENT 


Section  !•  Definition*  The  term 
"local  government  units"  includest  but 
is  not  limited  tOf  counties  and  incorpo- 
rated cities  and  towns*  Other  local  qov- 
ernment  units  may  be  established  by  law* 


Section  2*  Counties*  The  counties 
of  the  state  are  those  that  exist  on  the 
date  of  ratification  of  this  constitu- 
tion* No  county  boundary  may  be  changed 
or  county  seat  transferred  until 
approved  by  a  majority  of  those  voting 
on  the  question  in   each  county  affected* 


Section  3*  Forms  of  government* 
(1)  The  legislature  shall  provide 
methods  for  governing  local  government 
units  and  procedures  for  incorporati nqt 
classifyinqv  mergingt  consolidating*  and 
dissolving  such  unitst  and  altering 
their  boundaries*  The  legislature  shall 
provide  such  optional  or  alternative 
forms  of  government  that  each  unit  or 
combination  of  units  may  adopt f  amend* 
or  abandon  an  optional  or  alternative 
form  by  a  majority  of  those  voting  on 
the  question* 

(2)   One  optional   form  of  county 
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government  includest  but  is  not  limited 
tOf  the  election  of  three  county  commis- 
sionersf  a  clerk  and  recordert  a  clerk 
of  district  courtf  a  county  attorney?  a 
sheriffs  a  treasurer?  a  surveyor?  a 
county  superintendent  of  schools?  an 
assessor?  a  coroner?  and  a  public  admin- 
istrator* The  terms?  qualifications? 
duties?  and  compensation  of  those  offi- 
ces shall  be  provided  by  law.  The  Board 
of  county  commissioners  may  consolidate 
two  or  more  such  offices.  The  Boards  of 
two  or  more  counties  may  provide  for  a 
joint  office  and  for  the  election  of  one 
official  to  perform  the  duties  of  any 
such  office  in  those  counties. 

Section  4.  General  powers.  (1)  A 
local  government  unit  without  self- 
government  powers  has  the  following  gen- 
eral powers: 

(a)  An  incorporated  city  or  town 
has  the  powers  of  a  municipal  corpora- 
tion and  legislative?  administrative? 
and  other  powers  provided  or  implied  by 
1  aw. 

(b)  A  county  has  legislative? 
administrative?  and  other  powers  pro- 
vided or  implied  by  law. 

(c)  Other  local   government   units 
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have  powers  provided  by  law* 

(2)  The  powers  of  incorporated 
cities  and  towns  and  counties  shall  be 
liberally  construed. 

Section  5.  Self-government  char- 
ters. (1)  The  legislature  shall  provide 
procedures  permitting  a  local  government 
unit  or  combination  of  units  to  frame? 
adopt t  amendf  revise*  or  abandon  a  self- 
government  charter  with  the  approval  of 
a  majority  of  those  voting  on  the  ques- 
tion. The  procedures  shall  not  require 
approval  of  a  charter  by  a  leqislative 
body. 

(2)  If  the  legislature  does  not 
provide  such  procedures  by  July  it  1975f 
they  may  be  established  by  election 
either: 

(a)  Initiated  by  petition  in  the 
local  government  unit  or  combination  of 
units;  or 

(b)  Called  by  the  governing  body 
of  the  local  government  unit  or  combina- 
tion of  units. 

(3)  Charter  provisions  establish- 
ing executive*  legislative*  and  adminis- 
trative  structure   and  organization  are 
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stjperior  to  statutory  provisions. 

Section  6.  Self-government  powers* 
A  local  government  unit  adopting  a  self- 
government  charter  may  exercise  any 
power  not  prohibited  by  this  constitu- 
tiont  lawf  or  charter.  This  grant  of 
self-government  powers  may  be  extended 
to  other  local  government  units  through 
optional  forms  of  government  provided 
for  in  section  3. 

Section  7.  Intergovernmental  coop^ 
eration.  (1)  Unless  prohibited  by  law 
or   chartert  a  local  government  unit  may 

(a)  cooperate  in  the  exercise  of

(b)  share  the  services  of  any 
officer  or  facilities  witht 

(c)  transfer  or  delegate  any  func- 
tion* power*  responsibility*  or  duty  of 
any  officer  to  one  or  more  other  local 
government  units*  school  districts*  the 
state*  or  the  United  States. 

(2)  The  qualified  electors  of  a 
local  government  unit  may*  by  initiative 
or  referendum*  require  it  to  do  so. 
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Section  Sm  Initiative  and  refer- 
endum* The  legislature  shall  extend  the 
initiative  and  referendum  powers 
reserved  to  the  people  by  the  constitu- 
tion to  the  qualified  electors  of  each 
local  government  unit. 

Section  9»  Voter  review  of  local 
government.  (1)  The  legislature  shall* 
within  four  years  of  the  ratification  of 
this  consti tutiont  provide  procedures 
requiring  each  local  government  unit  or 
combination  of  units  to  review  its 
structure  and  submit  one  alternative 
form  of  government  to  the  qualified 
electors  at  the  next  general  or  special 
election. 

(2)  The  legislature  shall  reguire 
an  election  in  each  local  government  to 
determine  whether  a  local  government 
will  undertake  a  review  procedure  once

larly scheduled  election  in  local  gov- 
ernments mandating  their  election.

(2)  A  maximum  period  of  8  hours  is 
a  regular  day*s  work  in  all  industries 
and  employment  except  agriculture  and 
stock  raising.

ARTICLE  XIV 
CONSTITUTIONAL  REVISION 


Section  !•  Constitutional  conven- 
tion* The  legislaturet  by  an  affirmative 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  .nemberst 
whether  one  or  more  bodies*  may  at  any 
time  submit  to  the  qualified  electors 
the  question  of  whether  there  shall  be 
an  unlimited  convention  to  revise* 
alter*  or  amend  this  constitution. 

Section  2«  Initiative  for  consti- 
tutional convention*  (1)  The  people  may 
by  initiative  petition  direct  the  secre- 
tary of  state  to  submit  to  the  qualified 
electors  the  question  of  whether  there 
shall  be  an  unlimited  convention  to 
revise*  alter*  or  amend  this  constitu- 
tion* The  petition  shall  be  signed  by 
at  least  ten  percent  of  the  qualified
